ONDON, Fob. 17.— Upon the clos- 
ing of tho diplomatic exchanges 
between America and Great Brit- 
ain with respect t<> the New- ' 
foundlnnd fisheries case, which are 
proceeding slowly, it is believed that 
negotiations will be opened looking to 
a more satisfactory settlement of the 
Pacific sealing question. Some months 
ago the subject was brought up, but 
It was agreed that no Immediate hurry 
was necessary, nnd It was necessary to 
j forego this discussion until after the 
settlement of the question of the New- 
foundland fisheries, when the seals 
again became the subject of formal 
negotiations, 

Japan will be one of the parties, and 
Russia' also will' probably participate. 
Japan, it Is understood, would look 
with favor on an International law 
prevent big pelagic sealing, as she, like 
the United States, has Islands on 
which she can take her pick from 
herds, killing the old bulla and leaving 
the females and the young undis- 
turbed, thus 

Stopping tho Extermination 
which the United .States contends must 
result from pelagic sealing. As on 
previous occasions, the Canadian pel- 
agic sealers will be the chief obstacle 
to it settlement, but the diplomats 
hope for a solution. it will again no 
suggesteil that the United States pur- 
chase the Canadian schooners, besides 
giving their owners compensation. But 
another proposal is that tho Canadian 
government be given n share of the 
rookeries owned by the United States 
ami Japaui. 

Possibly some months will elapse 
before the question is reopened, but 
certainly this Is one of the matters 
which tho United Stales and Great 
Britain hope to t'majly arid satisfac- 
torily settle. 

American Rights in Newfoundland 
In regard to Newfoundland, tho 
American and British governments are 
exchanging notes respecting the rights 
which American fishermen are entitled 
to under the act of 1818. Great Brit- 
ain is believed to have satisfied Amer- 
ica as to the charges that the Glouces- 
ter fishermen were the victims of Il- 
legal acts on the part of Newfound- 
landers, who, it was claimed, cut 
American nets. Any new treaty or 
arrangements affecting American fish- 
ermen In Newfoundland waters will be 
arranged at Washington by Secretary 
Boot and Ambassador Durnnd.

Grand Trunk 

Buying Land 

Reported Fourteen Thousand 
Acres Have Been Purchased 
at Metlakahtla. 



Lands Have Been Secured From 
Indians Subject to Official 
Approval. 



ANCOUVKH, Feb. 17.— It is re- 
ported hero that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway has pur- 
chased fourteen thousand acres 
more land in the vicinity 'j>t the propos- 
ed terminus at Kaien Island. 

The deal has been made with the In- 
dians of the north by E. G. ltussell, 
representative of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific. For the fourteen thousand acres 
the railway company will nay *7.50 per 
acre. The Indians wish to have part 
of this amount divided amongst their 
number iinmediatelv. In order to carry 
out the deal on amicable terms the rail- 
way company will probably meet this de- 
mand. 

Negotiations were opened with the In- 
dians three weeks ago and the affair was 
carried out with tho greatest secrecy. 
The meeting was called at Old Met- 
lakahtla, south of Port Simpson, on 
Monday morning, February nth. It con- 
tinued until the night of the following 
Friday. Mr- Russell first asked to purr 
chase the entire reserve of the Indians 
on Kaien Island, Dighy Island and the 
mainland near tne town of Metlnkahtln. 
but. the Indians would not consent to 
sell more than fourteen thousand acres. 
Bishop Luvernet was present, and as- 
sisted the Indians in their negotiations. 
Indian Agent: Morrow was also on band, 
partially as representative of the Do- 
minion government. 

Dighy Island lies to the west of Kaien 
Island, towards the open sea, while the 
land now purchased on the mainland 
nt Methikahtln is very much more as- 
cesslble from a shipping standpoint 
than any part of Kaien Island.

Inauguration of France's New 
President to Be Marked 
hy Eclat, 



First Occasion In Which Trans- 
mission of Office Has 
Been Direct. 



Present Incumbent Will Have 
Opportunity to Inaugurate 
Improvement. 



PARIS, Feb. 17.— The assumption of 
Hie office of the chief executive of 
the French republic on this occa- 
sion is marked out from previous 
inaugurations by the fact that, until M. 
1< nlliere's arrival at the Elysee, no Presi- 
dent of the third republic has ever found 
his predecessor there to formally trans- 
mit the powers conferred on him hy the 
constitution. Either because of assassin- 
ation, sudden death, or resignation of 
office an iutorreguiu, during which the 
cabinet has exercised executive pow- 
ers, has preceded the beginning of each 
UQTjr presidential term, ami for one or 
other of those reasons the function of 
installation lias been denuded of cere- 
mony, When tho first president, M. 
Thiers, resigned in Mny, 1873, the 
country was passing through a very 
critical period of its history, and his 
successor, McMahou, merely consented 
to accept office as provisional president 
and it was only jn November of that 
year that lie agreed In continue for the 
full septeunute; destined to be 

Cut Short by His Resignation 
Grevy's succession passed oft quietly and 
unostentatiously and at his re-election 
there was no necessity for a transmis- 
sion of powers. Cltrnot tilled the place 
left vacant by Grevy's, practically en- ' 
forced retiremeilt owing to the decora- 
tion scandal. He entered the Klysce di- 
rect from Versailles, the Anarchist Cas- 
et'io's dastardly deed left the country hi 
mourning so that there was no room in 
tlie midst of tho national sorrow for re- 
joicing at the coming of Casiiiiir-l'cnor, 
who soon decided to give up the position, 
for what reason was never clearly ex- 
plained.

Governor Mclnnes Is back among old 
friends, and,- however much his honor- 
able title and official entourage may be 
to the fore In the Yukon Territory or 
when he passes on to the federal capl- 
tal, he has thrown off all the restraints 
of high position to chat in the freest 
unci friendliest munner with old Vic- 
toria acquaintances since his arrival in 
tne city. This, his first trip to the 
scenes of his former triumphs since he 
went north,, has In the short period of 
n few hours been the occasion of much 
hand-shaking, hearty greeting and 
many enquiries on the part of ths 
many admirers of the "boy from Al- 
bernl," to all of which he confessed 
that tie was In the best of health and 
spirits, had made a good trip down, 
was glad to find himself in Victoria, 
and hoped to stuy a week before re- 
suming his journey Bast. Meanwhile 
he Is comfortably housed at the Dallas 
Hotel. 

To a Colonist reporter Mr. Mclnnes 
stated that ho had a definite purpose 
In coining out so soon after assuming 
the reins of government. Part of his 
programme could bo told, and part 
required that 

A Diplomatic Silence 
should be observed. As to the former, 
probably the most important, at any 
rate from a public standpoint, was tiie 
question of water supply for dredgkig 
and hydraullclng the tributary streams 
of the Yukon. This harked hack 
to the days of the Trcadgold con- 
cession which had been abandoned and 
Us privileges ceded to the government, 
but that did not solve the problem of 
executing the necessary engineering 
works to bring the water where lt was 
required for use. Those who had fol- 
lowed the history of gold mining In 
the Yukon since the boom times knew 
that the day of the miner with pick 
and shovel, who sunk a pit and found 
nuggets, had gone by, and In place of 
that the present operations consisted 
In washing the gold from the benches 
and banks of the streams. After this 
was clone, the work of saving was com- 
pleted by dredges. This process re- 
quired a largo quantity of water, and 
for several years it had been realized 
that in order to put tho territory on a 
satisfactory basis a gigantic water 
scheme would have to be carried out. 
On the assumption that the govern- 
ment 

Helps Those Who Help Themselves 

a number of wealthy Klondlkers 
formed a company, engaged surveyors 
and induced the federal government to 
send an expert hydraulic engineer — Mr. 
Thibadeau of Quebec — to report on the 
whole project. . The result Is that 
plans have been made and estimates 
prepared. It is proposed to construct 
an immense flume — almost a river bod, 
in fact— a distance of 50 miles, at a 
cost of ?5,000,000. This work will oc- 
cupy three years and when completed 
will deliver 15,000 miners inches of 
water continuously to the benches of 
all .the principal creeks where the pro- 
posed operations are to be carried on. 
These creeks are much higher than 
Dawson or the Klondike River, lience 
the Impossibility of getting any ade- 
quate supply of water to them except 
by means of some such gigantic gravi- 
tation scheme as proposed. The creeks 
to be served In the first instance are 
Hunker, Eldorado, Dominion and Bo- 
nanza. 

Turning for a moment to the dredg- 
ing question. Mr. Mclnnes said: 
Believes in Yukon 

"I believe the future of the Yukon 
Territory will be incomparably greater 
than Its past. There Is a disposition 
among outsiders to regard the Yukon 
as a played-out mining camp. That 
is entirely erroneous. We are ap- 
proaching a time, Hearing it rapidly, 
when the prosperity of 1896 will be 
exceeded, aind it will not be prosperity 
of the glltterng tin-pot type either. 
The Yukon Is not a place for one-man 
mining. It used to be considered so; 
in fact. It used to be so, like every 
other mining place. But that order of 
things Is gone. The hills of gold- 
bearing gravel are immense, and the 
methods employed in mining- them are 
of the latest and best. There are live, 
dredges there now, and seven more will 
be added next summer. Just as an 
evidence of the success that has been 
attained by dredging, I may say tnat 
the Bear Creek dredge was put to work 
on 

Tho Boyle Concession 

That dredge, installed In position there, 
cost very nearly $300,000. It has a 
capacity to handle over 3,000 cubic 
yards per dan If It had been in- 
stalled early enough in the season It 
would have paid for itself. It was 
operation a few days over one month, 
and cleaned up considerably over $100 
000. To show the economical method 
of working the ground thus accom- 
plished, I might say that this was ac- 
complished by the employment of 11 
men. It proved a tremendous suc- 
cess. The same company is bringing 
in two more of the same slym and 
capacity. This Is a sister of the larg 
est dredge in the world. Tho other is 
at Oroville, California, which Is the 
greatest seat of dredge mining in the 
world. Down there they have 23 
dredges. By the end of the summer 
of 1907 we will have that number In 
the Yukon." 

Limited Working Period 
"You must bear In mind," said Mr. 
Mclnnes, "that wo can only work five 
months — from the beginning of May to 
the beginning of October— but that is 
equal to ten months in lower latitudes, 
because they have practically no night, 
and three 8-hour shifts are worked, 
so that operations are practically con- 
tinuous." 

Asked as to the future production of 
the Yukon, Mr. Mclnnes said that but 
for scarcity of water, this year's yield

durance of sympathy and friendship 
even among the animosities of political 
warfare. The occasion may have had 
some' influence, but the hush with which 
the rising of the Premier was received 
was a testimony to something tangible, 
and as it is becoming more noticable 
week by week it cannot be entirely due 
1o transient causes, it is doubtful if 
British Columbia has for many years 
had a premier whose utterances have 
been received wit h more respectful ut- 
tention or consideration. .More than 
once during tiio heat of debate last week 
he poured on on the troubled waters, 
and on one notable occasion he displayed 
consummate tact in relieving tho gov- 
ernment from a tight place. The opposi- 
tion were putting up a strong light 
against the McGill University bill and in 
the last minutes of the session Mr. John 
Oliver had moved the adjournment of 
the debate. Mr, J. A. Macdonald was 
talking out time when it was announc- 
ed that the Premier had. himnelf, con- 
sented to move the adjournment if .Mr. 
Oliver's motion were withdrawn. This 
was wisely done, and saved the situa- 
tion. 

The measures of chief moment dis- 
cussed (hiring the week were the Uni- 



versity bill, the Eight-hours smelter bill, 
the Telephone bill and the Public Schools 
bill. The first of those has had : 
stormy voyage, and is not yet in port. 
Although a private measure it is receiv- 
ing government support ami will carry. 
In addition to the ministerial support- 
ers Dr. King and Mr. W. C, Wells are 
voting for it. Whatever the real reason 
for the bitter hostility it lias aroused 
may be the attack has centred on tin: 
8th section, which empowers schooi 
trustees to make arrangements with Me- 
(Jili University to direct and control 
the higher education of the province. 
Many objections to this have been urg- 
ed, and even on the third reading tho 
flight is to be renewed. It is more than 
probable that if the philanthropists who 
are behind the project could have wit- 
nessed the hostility which the bill has 
pl'OVOked they WOU'd have abandoned 

it long aeo. 

The Bight-hours Smelter hill will 
share the fate of its predecessor, as the 
government have announced their deter- 
mination to oppose it. The address of 
the Premier setting forth his reasons 
for this decision is unanswerable, ami it 
■was even strengthened by an admirable 
ami convincing speech from Alr.Poterso't 
whose reputation is steadily risim.-, and 

who i< undoubtedly oi f the most 

capable arid level-headed men in tho 
House. 

Mr. Price Ellison for the first time 
this session distinguished himself In in- 
troducing the Telephone bill. lie made 
a clever, interesting, and effective speech 
which was well delivered and well re- 
ceived. That the House will be induc- 
ed to interfere in tin'-; matter is more 
than doubtful, but certainly the member 
for Vernon made out a good case, to 
which the onlv effective reply was that 
if ever telephone companies passed un- 
der public control it would have to be 

through the i Hum of the federal 

rather than the provincial parliament. 

The public schools hill furnished the 
occasion for the bocd speech of the week 
from the standpoint of the speaker. 1: 
abounded in fallacies, it overshot the 
mark, it was strained both In sentiment 
and phraseology, yet it was an able 
speech, and aroused the opposition as 
they have not boon aroused this session, 
and needless to sav, as the leader could 
never arouse them. 

This furnishes an opportunity to com- 
pare the two men whom the member for 
Xanaimo delights to twit: witli being the 
real leader and the nominal leader of 
the opposition. Needless to say the two 
men referred to are Mr. John Oliver and 
'Mr. J. A. Mncdonald. Xo greater con- 



trast could be presented. The former is 
virile, resonant, positive, dogmatic; the 
fatter is placid, courteous, argumenta- 
tive, opportunist. The former burns 
with a fiery indignation as he contem- 
plates tho enormities of the first Con- 
servative government of British Colum- 
bia: the latter never burns at all. The 
former wields a bludgeon; the latter a 
rapier. The former rushes into the 
fray without shield or defence; the latter 
carefully buckles on his armour. The 
former is terrible in his shook of arms, 
and sometimes puts bis opponent hors 
do combat at the first attempt, if lie 
fails then he has spent himself and be- 
comes an easy prey. The latter selects 
many weapons from tho political armory 
and is resourceful. If he is beaten with 

he always has another ready. The 

former is bright, clever and Ingenious, 
and has the saving sense of humor; the 
latter does all his smiling within, except 
for that Occasionally tremulous li|i that 
i ells how he is enjoying the vision of 
an impaled victim: for he is cold, intel- 
lectual and tloxtoroUS. 

Mr. John Oliver must be admitted by 
all fair-minded men to be one of tho 
must useful niul sincere men ill the 
House; I,,. j s easily in the front rank of 
speakers and has earned the sobriquet 
of "Honest John" by faithful service 
and an alert watchfulness that is as 
"waolesome for the government as for 
the opposition." r-TIs sen! often runs 
away with his discretion, but at his best 
he eomes very near the standard of 

John Burns. Mr. J. A. Macdonald is 
as much respected by his opponents as 
by his supporters, lie never talks non- 
sense, his cogent, lucid. logPn! putting of 
a case is what one would naturally ex- 
pect from his persoliulitv and his legal 
training. He shows to tho greatest 
possible advantage in committee, when 
cross-examining, and in .spile of his 
failure, his work on the Knlen Island 
enquiry, especially his handling of Mr. 
Bodwell, was masterly: but he is not a 
leader, and never will be. Intellectually 
he is head and shoulders above his fel- 
lows ami the Bench is his goal. 




ABRUZZI'S EXPEDITION. 

Italian Duke Making Preparations in 
Africa. 

. Turin, Pch. 10.— The Duke of Abruzzi 
is personally superintending the prepara- 
tions for the entire equipment of the 
expedition bo has planned to Ruwanzorl 
mountain, in Bast Equatorial Africa. 
I he Duke will be accompanied by 10 
Italians, three of whom were with him 
OH his polar expedition. The partv will 
'be escorted by 250 natives, who will 
leave tho expedition when it reaches a 
certain altitude. The natives being un- 
able to withstand the cold of the moun- 
tain regions. The Duke expects to re- 
turn along the Nile and by way of 
Egypt.

The lighthouse tender Columbine 
gassed out yesterday, having on board 
tho special commission appointed by 
the United. States government to in- 
vestigate the Valencia disaster. The 
Columbine will proceed to Tatoosh 
which station has been ordered to 
keep up steam, and the vessel will 
stand at various distances off at sea 
to test the fog signals. it was the 
intention to come to Victoria, but said 
Commissioner Murray, "Owing to the 
fact that there are still a largo number 
of witnesses to be examined, we will 
cut our present trip as short ns pos- 
sible, and we may go to Victoria at a 
later date to question witnesses who 
are there." 

Lineman Logan is to coma to Vic- 
toria to give evidence before the local 
commission of enquiry. As will be 
remembered, he was on the land at 
the scene of the 'wreck when the 
Valencia broke up rind a big sea swept 
away all who remained on board 
Logan afterward worked with Messrs. 
Daykln and Martin, assisted by mem- 
bers of the cable staff, to recover 
oodies from the sea. 

In a criticism of the United States 
marine inspectors, published by the 
Seattle Times over the signature "Ono 
Who Knows," the following appears: 

"Criticism of the manner in which 
Vessels sailing out. of Tuget Sound 
have been allowed to proceed to sea 
with Indifferent equipment have been 
rife since the Valencia disaster. Dis- 
cussing the matter today, a man con- 
versant with marine affairs and the 
methods in vogue in the local inspect- 
ors' otllce, said: 

"'Two hundred lives lost in the last 
two years on 3 J uget Sound and the 
North Pacific Coast. How much of 
this can bo laid to tho carelessness of 
the United States local Inspectors? 
First the loss of the steamer Clallam 
and R5 lives. The engineer was cen- 
sured and his licence revoked. The 
captain was only blamed for not put- 
ting licensed officers In tho lifeboats 
when they were launched with the 
women and children. His licence was 
suspended for me year. Tho captain 
of the Clallam should have received 
the same treatment as the captain of 
the steamer General Slocuni and the 
United Slates local inspectors dis- 
charged from their office us were the 
inspectors In Xq'w York who examined 
and passed the' General Slocum. The 
steamer Clallam was a new boat and 
bad just passed inspection by In- 
spectors Turner ,nnd Whitney. 

"'In the ease of the Valencia tho 
conditions were, practically the same as 
regards Inspection. The, vessel and 
her entire equipment was passed by 
the local board, Whitney and Turner, 
in November and declared to be all 
safe find her equipment in good condt-' 
tion.' " 

, The writer .goes on at length to criti- 
cize the qualifications Of the Inspectors 
to make Inspection of any vessel. 
The Seattle Investigation 
At the Seattle enquiry, Thomas 
Shlels, u. Valencia seaman, in his testi- 
mony admitted that he knew but little 
about lowering a boat into the sea. 
He was ono of Boatswain McCarthy's 
crew In the lifeboat sent ashore for 
relief. 

"Don't you know," said Captain Bur- 
well, "that If a boat (in a heavy sea is 
unhooked at the wrong time it is liable 
to bo swamped?" 

"Yes," was the reply, "but I think a 
green man would have bad no trouble 
in unhooking the Valencia's boats 
from the tackles after they had been 
towered into the water." 

The witness stated that, In his 
opinion, a boat could have approached 
within 200 yards of the wreck in 
safety. 

William Dougherty, a fireman, testi- 
fied that the sea was not very rough 
on Wednesday. He left on the second 
life raft — the one picked up by the 
City of Topeka. 

"Tho raft," he said, "was entirely 
submerged, I. have been in seas that 
were a great deal worse than the one 
wo encountered while on the raft. If 
the water had been rougher we could 
not have remained on the raft." 

William Gosllh, a sailor with IB 
years of experience, who was a mem- 
ber of the boatswain's crew, declared 
that he had encountered worse seas 
than the one Tuesday morning, Janu- 
ary 34, while out fishing in a small 
boat. 

"The .sea was too cross near tho 
wreck for a boat to approach it in 
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safety," said the witness. "One hund- 
red yards outside the breakers I be- 
lieve any kind of a vessel would have 
been safe." 

He admitted, in answer to a ques- 
tion put by Mr. Murray, that when he 
said 100 yards outside the line of 
breakers lie meant 100 yards outside of 
the place where the Valencia lay. 

Prank J. Campbell, passenger, gave 
testimony that while on board the City 
of Puobla, one of the Tacllic Coast 
Steamship Company's fleet, last July- 
be observed that men and women ii i 
the steerage were separated from each 
other only by a sailcloth partition, and 
that both men and women were 
obliged to use the same toilet rooms. 



CLEVER WORK BY 

MOUNTED POLICE 



Officers Capture and Convict In- 
cendiary Within f hree Weeks 
In Northwest. 
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lend an addit ; onal flavor 
to a perfect cup of tea or 
coffee. It is manufactur- 
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Refining Co., Ltd., 
Vancouver, 
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How quickly and how thoroughly the 
Northwest mounted police bring law- 
breakers lo justice was never better ex- 
emplified, than in the conviction they 
secured against John B, Johnson, of La- 
voy, about seventy miles- west of Ver- 
million, in Alberta, says the Manitoba 
Free I'ross. Johnson was engaged in 
the lumber business and was a* member 
of the lirm of Johnson Bros. & SteWart. 
On the ISth of December hist he made 
application through a local insurance, 
agent for protection to the extent of $-1,- 
U()0 ii(iou a stock of lumber. On the 
1st of January, or two weeks later, a 
tire took". place under rather suspicious 
circumstances. Without waiting fur 
any instructions the mounted police ap- 
pear to have taken the matter right in 
Laud, investigated all the circumstan- 
ces, and within six weeks had Johnson 
convicted and sentenced to two years in 
Stouy .Mountain for setting his own lum- 
ber yard on lire with the apparent pur- 
pose of defrauding tho insurance com- 
puanleg. The latter are usually very 
active in following up any offenders 
who try to defraud them, but in the 
northwest, or what must now be called 
the new provinces of Alberta an dSas- 
katchewan the police act a good real 
mora quickly tlmn even the vigilant 
insurance companies, 

Justice Swift and Sure 

Tho facts concerning the case are 
briefly as follows: Uu the 18th of 
December Johnson made the applica- 
tion for insurance lo the local insur- 
ance agent. (hi the 1st of .luminary 
following the lire took place. On the 
Otli of January, the day following, ho 
was examined before a magistrate at 
Vegrevllle and by the magistrate was 
committed to jail at Fort Saskntuelie- 
Wnu u wail ill}' trial, bail being refused. 
Oh the 10th of February he was com- 
mitted to Stony Mountain. This is car- 
rying out flu! law with promptitude and 
speaks volumes for the efficiency of the 
mounted police. 

Tracked the Criminal 

The circumstances surro Jading tnis 
lire were as already noted very suspi- 
cious. At I lie trial Q witness, Thus. S, 
U rout on, deponed that lie and otlicrt) 
were called out of hod willi the report 
that the lumber yards were on J-o. 
When they reached the yard they found 
it. blazing in three places. It nad been 
alleged that the train had slttUOJ lib) 
tire, hut the evidence clearly sho.VtM 
that this was impossible, as t'u? yard* 
are situated on the south side oi th& 
track and a strong wind was blowing 
from the south, so that Hi :s obvious, 
that any spark from the trniu would 
have blown on the opposite s.de of he. 
track. The next morning Bv.iU'.OU, 
along with others, mnde an •jxatmnnlinn 
of the scene ni tlu! lire and i omul font- 
prints in the snow leading from the 
yard. The track; of these circulated 
across the prairie and back to the rail- 
road towards Vegrevllle, Ihonton fol- 
lowed the track for about half a mile, 
and found a watering can which had 
contained coal oil. Along witli four 
others he drove to Vergreville, and about 
a mile from this point they saw a "man 
track" on the railroad similar to the one 
they had seen taking a ucirculur route 
on the prairie from the scene of the lire. 
They measured the footprint with a 
Stick and reported the result of their in- 
vestigations to the mounted police. 
Evidence Secured 

Brdn ton's evidence proved almost 
conclusive])' that tho 'ire had been the 
work of un incendiary. It remained to 
find out where the watering can that 
had been used for carrying coal oil 
had come from. The police were luit 
long in finding this out. They visited 
several stores, with the result that n 
Storekeeper at Vorgovillo, 10. L. Poulin, 
swore that, between the 20th and 211th 
of December Johnson, the accused, 
bought from him tea gallons of caaln 
oil, which he put in a ten gallon 
whiskey keg. lie also bought a second- 
hand watering can. When bought the 
can had a hole in it, which Johnson 
had' mended. Johnson apparently had 
shared nn ollico willi another party 
by (he name of McNeill; and when he 
purchased the coal oil and the watering 
can lie explained that McNeill was out 
of coal oil . and that lie wanted a sprink- 
ler for his ottlce floor. Judge Scott, 
before whom the trial wits heard; was 
not satisfied with the prisoner's explan- 
ations and ho therefore sentenced him to 
two years in the penitentiary.

NEW C. P. R. SERVICE. 

Two Trains Daily Across the Conti- 
nent After May 1 Next. 

It. has been about decided by tho 
(.'. P. It. management Unit the com- 
pany's double daily transcontinental 
service will lie resumed at the begin- 
ning of May next, a month earlier 
tlmn it started lasf year, ami nearly 
two months .sooner than it commenced 
two or three seasons ago, say* the Pro- 
vince. This decision is consequent on 
tho heavy passenger traflfc, across tho 
continent. The service was continued 
to the end of 1005 to take care of the 
traffic offering, though In former years 
it ended in the autumn. The coming 
summer is expected to be still busier 
than ever, and to meet the traffic re- 
quirements the company has decided to 
resume service in early .May, though 
just at what date has not been finally 
settled. It will probably start during 
the first week of the month, Past year 
it. began on June 5th. 
Valuable Rolling Stock 

With the resumption of this service 
new rolling stock costing nearly a mil- 
lion dollars will ho in service <w.i vari- 
ous parts of the system. Pet ween the 
1st of March and .May four parlor 
cars, eighteen sleeping cars, live din- 
ing curs, eight cafe coaches, four cafe 
parlor cars and twelve tourist cars will 
bo turned out of Angus shops and 
placed on various runs. Pines in the 
northwest which heretofore have no! 
had sleeping and dining eai service 
will be given this accommodation, and 
the main lines will also he supplied. Ap- 
proximate figures for the costs of these 
curs gives 515,000 for a parlor car, 
$18,000 for a sleeper, $18,000 for a din- 
ing car, $15,000 for it cafe parlor car, 
?1,S,0()0 for cafe coach, and $12,000 for 
a tourist car. Some of this rolling 
stock will he completed in March, snme 
in April and tho remainder in May. 

New curs of nil kinds lire constantly 
being turned out of the company's 
shops, but of first-class equipment it 
is seldom that rolling-stock repre- 
r 'iting a larger sum is placed in ser- 

'i within so brief a time. The rcn- 

ii prompting the company to make 
such a large outlay on passenger cars 
is a desire to give adequate accommo- 
dation to the traveling public. The 
business i.f hist year on all nuiin lines 
was u record-maker, and the manage- 
ment anticipates even a heavier traffic 
this coming summer. The tourist 
travel was exceptionally large, and 
indications are that with the rapid ex- 
pansion of the country and the increase 
of traffic generally, tho new equipment 
will only come up to the needs of this 
season and further provision will have 
to be mado for 11)07.

EDUCATION AND UNIVERSITIES. 

The University Bill lias created a 
great deal ol interest, and, •\ve may even 
add, that it ha« been instrumental in 
creating a "situation." The Colonist hns 
not heretofore discussed the question, 
because wo did not desire, by offering 
any criticism that might have been fairly 
made, to give the question a sectional 
"aspect. As to political opposition, we at- 
tach no importance to it whatever from 
an educational point of view. Opposi- 
tion of that kind is purely a matter of 
strategy, given tor the purpose of em- 
barrassing the government, and, even if 
successful, would not affect the merits 
of the case. 

On the lac e of the hill, it is one solely 
designed to give corporate rights to 
an institution to conduct university work 
in Britiisli Columbia. On those grounds 
we see no objection. As to the opposi- 
tion which has arisen from other insti- 
tutions, we do not feel qualified to speak. 
We should not like to say that it 
arises from jealousy to McGill. That 
•might be unfair to the institutions which 
have raised the objections. They may 
conscientiously believe that the bill gives 
McGill an unfair advantage. No doubt 
they do. Fur our own part we do nut 
see that an effort to do work of a scien- 
tific nature on at leasL a wider and bet- 
ter basis than it has been done hereto- 
fore should be opposed. If higher educa- 
tion is all that is claimed for it its 
advocates should not be at enmity with 
each other. Toronto University is pure- 
ly a state institution, and is unable to 
find the means to brunch out in the di- 
rection which is possible fur McGill to 
do. r\or has it the authority under its 
charter, 

I'm- niie, the Colonist believes that 
university education should be carried 
on under private auspices. The extent 
to which universities should be state- 
aided, if at all, is limited. The percent- 
age of the population, which in the most 

■ favorable circumstances, ctiu be educat- 
ed at a university is necessarily very 
small. That the whole of the ratepay- 
ers should be taxed for the benefit of 

. the few is not sound policy; Converse- 
ly, the few should not. be- permitted to 

, enjoy special facilities of education at 
the expense of the many, In other 
.words, there are high and iow water 
marks in education. The low water 
mark is the point t<> which the state is 
supnosed and is in duty bound to bring 
every child. The high water mark is the 
limit of the educational accomplishments 
provided for those who wish to go be- 
yond the low water mark. 

There is something lor the state to 
do and tnere is something also fur the 
individual to do in his own behalf. If 
the university men and women were in- 
tended to devote their time and their 
serrjew exclusively to the interests of 

■ the state, then there would be logical 
justification fur educating ' them to 
the highest notch possible. Practically 
speaking, the universities lit men for 

• professional life. If we had a state 
church and a state priesthood; if we had 
a department of the government that 
provided medical assistance for the 
whole of the population; it we had state 
theatres that furnished amusement to 
the people free; or if we had state-run 
newspapers— an official intelligence de- 
partment — then we could educate our 
citizens at the expense of the state to 
the highest point of our requirements. 
As it is, our professional men are paid, 
and by common consent they receive the 
highest average remuneration going, fur- 
ther services which are virtualy con- 
tracted for when required. Should 
we bonus men and women to 
appear and to be paid better than Hie 
average men and women? Experience 
is teaching us that we are doing too 
much for higher education at the gen- 
eral expense. We are doing too much 
for the education — not of the "masses' 1 
. — but for the few out of the masses 
that want to enjoy opportunities and ac- 
complishments greater than the masses. 

Applviug these remarks to the present 
situation, wc do not think tlu>,t British 



Columbia is Sosing a great deal for the 
present by not having a provincial uni- 
versity at the public expense, if we can 
have the same facilities for which the 
people who are to enjoy them will have 
to pay. In plain words, according to the 
financial standards set. up for universi- 
ties nowadays, the province cannot af- 
ford the luxury. So far as Victoria s 
interest in the question is concerned — 
that is, as to the location — it is purely 
theoretical. Though wo all know that 
this city is the ideal site for a univers- 
ity, politically it is an impossibility. The 
preponderance of the mainland is too 
great. It would not permit us to have 
it. That is, a condition we must face, 
and all we can do in regard to the Mc- 
Gill university is to see that what is os- 
tensibly a private university, entitled 
practically to go where it likes, shall not 
in the effluxion of time be transformed 
into a provincial university. If there 
he any such intention in the background 
we should know it now, so that it can- 
not ho charged in the future that Van- 
couver got the university under repre- 
sentations that were not intended to be 
lived uji to. If wc are going to have a 
provincial university by a process of evo- 
lution through McGill as the tadpol? 
stage of commencement we should have 
due warning. We have no objection to 
Vancouver or any other mainland city 
getting a provincial university — if «'e 
are bound to have one — in an open com- 
petition and in a fair light, but we do 
not want them to take it under cover 
of darkness. We do not presume, bow- 
over, that there is any intention of turn- 
ins it into a provincial university such 
as most people have in mind. 

Talking of Victoria as an educational 
centre, there are opportunities entirely 
apart from the university, or the college 
in the ordinary sense of the term, and 
opportunities that will be of far more 
benefit to the city from the point of view 
from which most of us look at it — if we 
are all honest enough to admit it — that 
is. from the material point of view. The 
kind of institution to which we refer de- 
pends entirely upon private enterprise 
and would be wholly unaided by the 
state, and with which the public as a 
public would have nothing whatever to 
do, any more than they would with a 
private hospital or a theatre or an acad- 
emy of music. There is. too. a great 
demand" for it, and one for which our 
conditions in every way qualify us. \\ c 
refer to schools of the character of the 
great English schools, such as Harrow 
and Eton and Rugby. With the reas- 
ons why a great many persons prefer 
private schools to public schools we have 
no concern, any more than the merchant 
should concern himself about custom- 
ers' tastes. It is not for him to question 
that, but to cater to it. and we may 
legitimately do that without in any sense 
agreeing with the taste displayed. A 
great many persons, especially of obi 
country origin, and an increasing num- 
ber in 'Canada who can gratify the de- 
sire, prefer the select, private school or 
academy for boys as well as girls. 

One of the drawbacks of this country, 
according lo tlte standard of those who 
are attracted to it as a residence place, 
is the lack of that kind of school. I eo- 
ple of the class to which we have par- 
ticular reference have an eye always tn 
the welfare 'of their children m regard 
to educational advantages of the, kind 
they prefer. In a word, therefore, if we 
had the right kind of school on the pro- 
per basis, we should draw from the 
Nortliwest, from the Pacific (.'oast states 
throughout which there is in the aggre- 
gate a considerable English population, 
front all of British Columbia, and. we 
are safe in saving, the Orient, when; 
there is a considerable British olllcia' 
class. In addition to that there are 
the hundreds of old country people with 
means who would be induced by the ex- 
istence of facilities, which they now be- 
lieve exists nowhere outside of Ureat 
Britain itself. Such sch<>uls_ must be 
made self-supporting as a business pro- 
position, they must be well-mastered 
!,„,! cover practically all the ground o 
the big English schools. Our position 
for the purpose could nut he surpassed 
in the whole world. The requirements 
fur a start are the organization of n 
sufficient number of business men, who 
may acquire corporate powers from the 
Legislature, or under the ordinary pro- 
visions of the Companies' Act. Bet us 
rccard the university as a lost cause. 
In" anv event the creation of two or 
three strong schools in the city of Vic- 
toria would make the establishment of r 
university easier when it is wanted, and 
our chances tetter f ur gett ing it. 

THE PRESS AND THE PULPIT. 

J. S. Willison, editor of the Toronto 
News, at a meeting of the Ruri-decnnal 
Chapter of Toronto, delivered an nVi- 
drcss the other evening on the relations 
of the Church and the Press, a full 
report of which appears in his paper. 
The speaker clearly outlined the prin- 
ciples which should guide in an under- 
standing of a subject which is much 
misunderstood. He made it clear that 
the functions of a newspaper are pure- 
ly secular, and upon this 'point, lie said, 
there was frequent misjudgmeut and 
misunderstanding. His object was to 
consider how the relations between the 
press and the pulpit might be improved 
in order that each might be more influ- 
ential fur the moral betterment of tlije" 
community and the general interest of 
the commonwealth. The clergy were 
not always tolerant of the necessities 
ami exigencies of journalism, and the 
press was ot'len impatient of the criti- 
cal ami indifferent attitude of the pulpit 
towards many of the subjects in which 
it. was interested. "We forget," he re- 
marks, "that the clergyman, in order 
to maintain the good will and support of 
his congregation, must deal tenderly 
with its prejudices and respect its so- 
cial and political convictions, short of 
weak and immaterial compromises; and 
you forget that the press has commer- 
cial relations and must subsist upon the 
community wherein it is established." 

There were, however, intimate rela- 
tions between the press and the pulpit; 
in the whole field of public morals they 
were fellow workers. The mission of 
the press was outlined as follows: 

"In the exposure and denunciation of 
commercial fraud, financial brigandage, 
violence, inhumanity, and every form of 
ill-doing, the press generally is active, 
earnest, honest and insistent. In the 
whole field of social reform and to- 
wards all organized movements for in- 
crease and human comfort, whether 
through hotter sanitation, better hous- 
ing, better provision for the healing of 
the sick anil the care of the afflicted, 
the press is the eager and active ally 
or humanitarians, reformers, physicians 
and .scientists. It is forever the echo of 
the voice crying in the wilderness," 

At the same time, the press was not 
a religious agency, and it was not fair 
that it should be held to the practice of 
n virtue which it docs not profess, or 
judged by standards to which it does 



:i"t subscribe; in other ■■v/srds, the call- 
ing of the journalist was purely secu- 
lar in the snme sense that any other 
business of life was secular. The press 
printed many reports of crimes and 
good many columns of sporting news, 
and much of the material which filled 
the pages of a newspaper was design- 
ed tn entertain rather than to instruct; 
even the yellow journals of the Unite! 
Stntes, which, though they had great 
faults, had also many renl virtues. This 
fact was pointed out that the yellow 
journai hns not made its constituency; 
on the other hand, the constituency, it 
was contended, has made the yellow 
journal, which will not survive when 
the conditions in which it thrives have 
passed away. 

To the oft-repeated question why 
newspapers published accounts of 
prize fights in their columns, 
there is but one honest answer. 
"^Journalism," Mr. Willison said, "as I 
understand it, is current history, and 
there is no more reason why we should 
suppress the account of an unpleasant 
and brutal event tiiah\tlint the histori- 
an should gloss over the cruelties, 
crimes and tragedies which innrk all 
the course of human history. The 
things, however, for which the journal- 
ist is responsible nro the teachings of 
his editorial columns, for the general 
temper of his journal, for the character 
of treatment which lie accords, for the 
doubtful, die dark, the ugly happenings 
of his time. 

The real test was the disproportion- 
ate space which may bo allotted to the 
treatment of questionable subjects. The 
press was not n perfect institution, and 
in its news columns is more or loss com- 
mercial in character, but on the whole 
its teaching is honest and healthful and 
it seldom extended its pntronnge to the 
evils which it describes. Complaints 
were made that the press was careless of 
the work of the churches and generally 
inactive in relation to the religious life 
of the people. 

Mr. Willison accounted for that on 
the grounds that the journalist does 
not deal with the normal and the 
formal and the routine, except on 
ceremonial occasions. In other words, 
church Is regarded as part of the 
recognized life of Sunday, as business 
is the every-day occupation of the 
banker and merchant and manufac- 
turer. It Is only the unusual and sen- 
sational features of either that attract 
attention and are dealt with by the 
newspaper. The business of the 
newspaper— Hint is, the regular news- 
paper—is to get news for Its readers, 
just as it Is of a mercantile agency to 
supply its subscribers with information 
that is out of the common and affects 
the business situation, such as assign- 
ments, bills of sale and the like. When 
the church deals with public matters, 
social or political, that are of every- 
day Interest, so soon does he come 
under the notice of the paper. 

The functions of a great newspaper, 
like the London Times, is to mirror 
public events, and to Influence public 
opinion in the direction of adopted 
standards, which, of course, change 
from time to time according to circum- 
stances and conditions. And tor a 
hundred years probably no other 
chronicle of events conies so near the 
actual record of truth. It has Itself 
been the reflection and leader of 
opinion. A party newspaper in the 
best sense of the term Is the banner 
of a cause, and must to some extent 
share the fortunes of the cause. 
Within certain limits It must defend 
and extol. It must influence and be 
Influenced by the side It espouses. It 
must fight sometimes at a disadvan- 
tage, as well as with advantage. There 
are times when paper and party over- 
step the limits which can be defended, 
and both suffer In consequence. 

Of recent years the newspaper as- 
pires less to be the dictator or tho 
merciless critic that it once was, and 
Mr. Willison gives some striking illus- 
trations of the severity of high-class 
criticism of olden time journalism, 
Great journalists, like Disraeli 1 and 
Horace Greeley, were often scathing 
and unjust. So also were many 
others. It was the mode to hit hard 
and exhaust the capabilities of the 
language in vituperation. The tend- 
ency is more and more in the line of 
debate, but particularly towards news- 
gathering. The editorial authority has 
become weakened, perhaps, by the 
facility with which the readers form 
their opinions from the news columns; 
but the general effect Is better. Hence 
the greater importance of the methods 
ami supervision of the paper as ;i 
whole. 

Some attention is paid to the criti- 
cism frequently offered that the edi- 
torial Is the opinion after all of only 
one man, and ought not to have more 
weight than if spoken. But that Is 
not strictly true. A writer, with a 
newspaper behind him for the policy 
and tone of which he Is responsible, 
must or should weigh well the reputa- 
tion of the institution for which lie 
stands. He is more than himself, and 
ir his opinions are maturely and wisely 
formed and expressed they represent a 
cause, or a party, or a wave of public 
feeling. Properly considered, an idea! 
newspaper of today Is a sensitized in- 
dicator of Its environment. If a man 
Is out of tune with his living surround- 
ings, aftid ventures to impose his own 
Individuality on his constituency, ho 
falls below the requirements of an 
editor, and is likely to give us some 
startling surprises. He Is pnrt of his 
atmosphere, ns the manager of a 
branch in a department store is part 
of the commercial policy of tbe busi- 
ness and his personality Is only an 
Incident of the concern. Only very 
big men make the difference.

"It will now be our pleasure," said 
the chairman of the meeting, "to listen 
to an address by the Countess of 
Warwick." 

The Countess sprang to her feet and 
smilingly faced the fifteen hundred or 
more worklngmen who had packed 
themselves Into the little hall at Can- 
ning Town which was built to hold 
about eight hundred persons. 

"Comrades and friends," she began, 
as soon as her audience had ceased Its 
cheering, and then she had to wait 
another two minutes for more cheer- 
ing. Her greeting had touched the 
hearts of those to whom she had ad- 
dressed it. 

"A great meeting like this, the 
Countess went on, "tills me with fear; 
for i am only a woman, and this is a 
man's meeting, which needs men to 
talk to it." ' • 

But she had no need to fear that 
meeting. It wan all hers. It had as- 
sembled to meet her. There were very, 
very few in that hall who had not 
heard with deep gratitude of her elec- 
tioneering in behalf of Will Thome, 
the Labor candidate for Parliament In 
the West Ham Southern district, of 
which Canning Town is a part. For 
several days she had been going about 
the district addressing meetings, in 
halls and in the open air. and now she 
had come to her last public meeting, 
and the Canning Town worklngmen 
were there to listen to her and to 
thank her witli their cheers for what 
she had done for their cause. 

When the meeting started it pro- 
mised for a moment to he a noisy 
boisterous affair; but it did not long 
show that disposition. 

"Look here, men," shouted Will 
Thorne. the parliamentary candidate, 
Interrupting: the chairman, "we ain't 
tfoing to have any foolishness In this 
meeting. If anybody tries to make 
any trouble here tonight, you know 
what to do with him." 

A great roar of approval was the 
answer, and another roar went up 
when the chairman remarked: "I 
think the proper way to conduct this 
meeting is to put every man in charge 
of every other man, and then if any- 
body makes a disturbance, chuck him 
out "on the instant." 

But it was not fear of being "chuck- 
ed out" that Insured to the Countess 
ot Warwick the respectful hearing that 
was to be hers. Those rough work- 
lngmen— dock laborers, botlermakers, 
Shipwrights, and navvies— looked upon 
the Countess as their friend, as one 
of their own political sort. Yes. she- 
was their comrade and friend; they 
couldn't quite understand it; but that 
U was a fact they were convinced. 

She told them in the course of her 
address she was of a different order 
from themselves made it impressively 
plain to them then; was a wide gulf 
between them and her in every ma- 
terial respect. 

"1 am a lone figure here," said she, 
"and 1 wouldn't be here if I was not 
in full sympathy with yon in all your 
political hopes and desires — if I did 
not believe in the very bottom of my 
heart hi the political principles you 
believe in ami sour candidate believes 
in."

I men as they believed her to be and as 
1 she herself believed herself to be. 
| "Wat's 'er galme?" one of the cold- 
blooded ones whispered to me. Plainly 
I he could not understand how there 
i could be anything in common between 
that richly attired and bejeweled re- 
presentative of the nobility and aris- 
i toeracy and the folk she was address- 
ing as "comrades and friends." 

But it Is an ungracious task to ques- 
tion the Countess' ' sincerity, just as 
it would be to wonder if her complex- 
ion Is all her own and if her blonde 
hair knows what it is to be in a dye 
pot and If she wears her veil, while 
she is addressing public meetings, to 
hide from sharp-eyed ones she con- 
fronts that she is elaborately made up. 

Women, more or less jealous perhaps 
of the Countess' good looks, are 
doubtless responsible for the preva- 
lence of the suspicion that she Is not 
the really beautiful creature she seems 
to be, but Is relying to some extent 
upon artificial means to keep up the 
reputation she enjoyed In her younger 
days. The London newspapers must 
bear the responsibility for the preva- 
lence of the suspicion that the Coun- 
tess' Socialism is mere make-believe, 
or else a bit of faddism which she mis- 
takes for real conviction. 

Begore the Countess spoke the Par- 
liamentary candidate had a half hour 
with the meeting. He is the rankest 
or Socialists, who hates the capitalists, 
despises the aristocracy, and believes 
in doing everything proscribed In the 
most advanced Socialistic propaganda. 

Up gets the Countess with a general 
"Amen" to all this man's utterances. 
Touching with her forefinger the bit 
of red ribbon pinned to the bust of her 
beautiful tailor-made gown, she ten- 
derlv regards her audience for a mo- 
ment and then tells it she is as good 
a Socialist as Its Parliamentary can- 
didate. • 

"I was invited here," she says, 'by 
Will Thorne. Need I tell you he would 
not have invited me here if he felt lie 
could not take my hand In perfect 
trust and comradery," 

Strange comradery for the Countess 
of Warwick! Marvelous transformation 
that exhibits a woman, who for years 
basked In the sunshine of royalty, now 
beaming with pride at the thought 
that she is adjudged lit to receive the 
handshake of fellowship from a boll- 
ermaker Socialist, whose boast is he 
takes the dust of no Socialist living in 
England! 

Then the Countess goes on to tell 
how for twelve days she has been 
traveling about in the industrial cen- 
tres of England supporting the can- 
didates of the Labor party, 

"I've not seen my children and 
grandchild for twelve long days, but, 
comrades, I'm going home tonight to 
see them, My motor car will take me 
to them, and I shall look upon them 
In their beds and say a prayer over 
j their sleeping forms. I shall pray 
I that they, reared in all respects as 
1 children should be reared, may not fall 
i to take interest In the children of the 
poor who live In the slums, denied pro- 
I per air and proper nourishment. 
' "We are all getting on in life; we 
have but a short time to live. Let us 
before we die make the conditions 
brighter for our children. Remember 
your responsibility, and sow the seeds 
of freedom for your children." 

An Independent Labor Party in the 
House of Commons was the means on 
which the working people must rely to 
wrest justice from unwilling govern- 
ments, she said. 

"What a delightful programme it is 
the new government has laid out for 
itself" exclaimed the Countess. "Pull 
of line promises to the workingman! 
And what is it worth? Nothing at all. 
To trust It is to run after disappoint- 
ment and continued discontent. You 
will never secure your rights until 
you have a strong, Independent body 
"of worklngmen reprcHentinjr you In 
Parliament. England can be made 
free but not by shouting and the wav- 
ing 'of Union Jacks— rather by giving 
hard earnest support to the labor 
movement, which Is the greatest move- 
ment ever known in England. 

"It is the children who have brought 
me Into this movement heart and soul, 
the children who are Insufficiently fed 
and clad, the children who go to their! 
schools with nothing In their stomachs. | 
Help for them Is not coming from the; 
Wealthy and aristocratic people of Eng- j 
land nor from the Liberal nor Tory 
politicians, but from the trades unions 
which have been working while the j 
politicians have been fighting and qulb- 
bling over the religious questions and 
other like questions. ' 

"You can't expect anything from 
either Liberals or Tories, can yon, 
now''" and the Countess, clasping her 1 
hands behind her back, gracefully bent 
forward to gift her answer. 

"No, damn 'em-" a man In the front 
r,.w shouted, and his shout reached the 
Countess' ears in spite of the roar that 
tilled the hall. 

••Quite right!" said the Countess 
giving the man In the front row a 
.smile that will live in his mind for 
many yours— for the Countess has a 
very sweet ; a very fetching smile. 

' [ code dow n in a carriage tills morn- , 
tng with the wire of an eminent Liberal 
politician," the Countess went on. "I 
wish," said this woman to me, " that I 
when you get time you would explain 
to me whv a nvoll-educated Englishman 
w ell trained In ■affairs, Is not a better 
representative in Parliament of the 
English laboring man than one of their 
own kind.' 

"'Because,' I answered, 'the work- 



ingman knows what the workingman 
wants and what legislation is needed 
to bring comfort and happiness ami 
decent conditions of living to his 
fanillyf.! Was 1 right In my answer, 
comrades?" 

"Aye!" they shouted, and the Coun- 
tess looked very happy. 

It would be carrying flattery to an 
absurd length to speak of the Coun- 
tess as an oratorical woman, to com- 
pare her favorably with such a woman 
orator, as Mrs. ilenry Pawcett, In 
her talk to the Canning Town people 
she-.' wa.sn't eloquent or fluent, and 1 
inn told she never is one or the other, 
no matter where she speaks nor what 
her' topic may be. Indeed, her re- 
putation as a speaker in places whore 
women of her rank are apt to be heard 
is not nt all in her favor. "She talk- 
ed a lot of tiresome humdrum and 
gush," a won mil said to me yester- 
day, referring to an address the Coun- 
tess delivered at a club dinner not long 
ago. 

But somehow her style seemed ad- 
mirably adapted to the work she hud 
to do at that labor meeting. Her 
"Comrades and friends," spoken In her 
soft, sweetly toned voice was far more 
impressive than the "Comrades and 
friends" of ffie fat short-haired, 
slovenly dressed woman who followed 
her and talked like a professional 
woman of the platform. 

Somehow, too, the halting, Jerky way 
in which the Countess moved through 
her address seemed to take with her 
auditors. Maybe they regarded it as 
evidence of the sincerity of her re- 
mark that she had taken the field for 
labor because she couldn't help her- 
self, her feelings of sympathy ran so 
strong toward the toiler.s of her 
country. 

"I am not an orator," she remarked, 
"but I can't keep silent," and so, pos- 
sibly', the harder her words came, the 
surer, the worklngmen felt of her. 

Anyhow, there is no gainsaying the 
fact that no political meeting ever 
enjoyed a political address more than 
those people at Canning Town enjoy- 
ed what the Countess of Warwick said 
to them. Undoubtedly she would 
make a lamentable failure it she should 
undertake to discuss the great Issues 
of the day before an audience of high- 
ly intelligent cilissem ; but as a worker 
for the Independent Labor Party she 
is extremely effective. 



LIFE WITHOUT AIR. 

A London Lecturer Imagines What It 
Would Be on Mars. 

London Express. 

"Life is not dependent upon air." 
"There Is no necessity for beings to 
breathe." At. first sight these state- 
ments, made by Professor Turner, of 
Oxford University, at the Royal In- 
stitution recently, would make it ap- 
pear that Adam and all his descend- 
ants have expended much unnecessary 
force. Hut they only refer to life on 
the other planets, such as Mars. The 
subject of Professor Turner's dis- 
course, which was the fourth of the 
series specially adapted to growing 
minds, was, "Are the planets inhabit- 
ed?" He replied frankly: "I do not 
know, but 1 feel sure they are." 

"The question of Mars," fte said, "has 
often been raised, and the presence 
of what have been called canals has 
frequently been cited as proof that 
Mars is inhabited. 

"In dealing with the planet Mars, all 
the observations of astronomers have 
come to very little. 

"The planets are so like the earth 
in many respects that It seems unrea- 
sonable to think that life is confined 
to the latter sphere. If there is life, 
if must be very different from the 
forms of life on earth. I cannot un- 
derstand why people persist In pic- 
turing the Inhabitants of the planets 
us men. 

"It should be borne in mind that we 
are carefully adapted to the conditions 
of lift' on earth, and as the condi- 
tions vary on the planets so do the 
forms of life there vary so as to be 
adapted to the'iftj conditions. 

"Life Is nqt 1 dependent upon air, for 
there are certain low forms of life 
which cm exist better without It, and 
given the same conditions on some 
other planet, this, lower kind of life 
may have developed just as we 'have 
developed." 

Speaking as an astronomer, lie said 
the best thing to do to investigate 
was not to build big telescopes, but 
to give the money to those scientists 
who were working on low tempera- 
tures in order to see whether bacteria 
could live In lower temperatures than 
had yet been obtained.

Modesty has always been Miss Night- 
ingale's principal characteristic. She re- 
fused all public ovation on her return 
from the Crimea, and when the nation, 
and the army, presented her with a tr-s- 
timonial of a quarter of a million dol- 
lars in recognition of her service,? sbo 
declined to receive it, but; asked that it 
might be devoted to the establishment 
o( a training home for nurses in connec- 
tion with St. Thomas' hospital in Lon- 
don, the training home being known to- 
day us Nightingale house. Though to- 
day an invalid ami being confined to 
her house she retains all her mental 
old friends,

through London without calling upon 
Iter lo pny his respects. I may add 
that it is by her own wish that both 
the late Queen and King Edward have 
refrained from conferring upon her 
any distinction save that of the Order 
of the Red Cross, which was founded

1 am able today to give some extracts 
from the diary of a young woman who 
came up to London a few years ago to 
Keek work in "the drapery.'' Miss 1). 
is a clever assistant, and she had re- 
ceived a first-rate training In the prov- 
inces before she tried her fortunes ill 
London. It took her live weeks, even 
with her excellent references, to «et ucr 
iir.st situation, and the render who glan- 
ces over the notes of her experiences 
will appreciate her remark that "for the 
inexperienced, friendless girl there is no 
greater horror than that of cribbing. 
Cribbing or crib-hunting, 1 should ex- 
plain is the shop slang for looking tor 
work'. The endless flow Of assistants 
seeking employment, their lack of or- 
ganization, their helplessness, are facts 
which stand out clearly in the narrative. 
Miss D.'s story, 1 may add, can be re- 
lied upon implicitly. , _ • , 4 

.March 2. Went round Oxford street 
and Regent street; called at several 
shops without seeing the engagers. 

March ,"». Went into another sot o£ 
shops. Same result. 

March 4. Took a third set. Saw one 
engager. 1 asked. "Is there a vacancy 
for sales or a storekeeper "There is 
mo vacancy whatever, of any descrip- 
tion was the reply," 

(March 5. Did the first set again. Saw 

the engager at 's, Regent street. 

Asked the usual question. He said very 
curtly "No," and hold the door open. 

March 6. Went through the second 
set again. Saw one engager. Repeated 
the formula and had the usual in, . K - 
wer "No vacancies at all." Went again 
to I/.'s. After waiting about ten min- 
utes I was told engager was out, would 
not be back tor some time. 

March St. Went again to 

gent street. Saw the same man. this 
time he said pleasantly "No vacanties 
whatever." Y\ cut also to H. s and J. 
H.'a with same result. About three p. 
mi, the weather, which had been line, 
changed and settled to steady ram. I 
wns Availing about to go to E.s, who 
were advertising for men. The tune 
stated was four p. m., at the private 
door, which is reached by a narrow pas- 
sage leading from Oxford street. At half 
past three the passage was full of young 
men. with patent shoes, silk hats, kid 
gloves, frock coats. 1 could not count 
them. I counted only four young ladies, 
■who had managed l.o secure a doorway 
Kvhich sheltered them a little. 1 wait- 
ed with them till a quarter past four, 
and could not see that they were begin- 
ning to he intervieved. Then I could wail 
no longer, as 1 was drenched through. 
I worked my way out. just as a police- 
man sauntered through to clear a way. 

March Decided it is quite time to 
change niv methods, so after going Mo 
H.'s in answer to advertisement, only 
to And the vacancy filled. I went to 

the city, and entered my name at s 

ngencv, Oheapside. The applicant pays 
L's. fid. down, and a sum varying ac- 
cording to isalary upon obtaining a sit- 
uation. I obtained two addresses, and 
was asked to be there between ten and 
eleven Monday morning. 1 then went 
to two city houses, and entered my 
name as applicant for situation, giving 
particulars of experience, .salary re- 
quired, and the kind of berth 1 wanted. 

I next went to one of the addresses 'b 

Slonne street, a small shop, high Class. 
Arranged to call again. 

March lt$. Went again to Slonne 

Btreet. Saw Mr and the lady who 

was apparently the head ami ruling spir- 
it. After going over again the ques- 
tions asked on Saturday, she said, "Well 
we must think it over and settle whicn 
of the applicants will suit us best. If 
yon don't hear from us in the course 
of a week you may conclude we have 
tilled the vacancy." I went hack to 
10. "s to find that Mr. 10. was not en- 
gaging. 

March 17. Went to the city early. 
Ixiokod in at the different warehouses. 
There was nothing down on the lists. 
At a quarter past ten I went for the 
agency. They were quite busy. Twenty 
five young ladies were waiting and I 
think six obtained berths while 1 wan 
there, bill all the morning only engagers 
for country or suburbs came. 

Mnreh 18. Went in answer to adver- 
tisement to \s High street, Camden 

town, a tloublefronted shop with about 

eight assistants. Mr. said he had 

filled the vacancy, but would take my 
name and address. On my asking what 
the hours he informed mo they closed 
at half past nine every night, except 
five p. m. Thursdays and half past elev- 
en p. in. Saturdays. Went from there 
to the city, but heard of nothing. 

March 19. Went straight to the city 
in the morning. Ai the agency they 
bad nothing on the books. In the ware- 
houses it was the same. 

March 20. Pouring with rain; went 
nowhere. 

Happily Miss D. was able to hold 
out for her Own terms, but many crib- 
Hiunters and many assistants who elect 
to follow tie 1 advertisements or to hang 
about the registry offices, cannot afford 
to pick and choose. They dare not al- 
low their clothes to get. shabby or their

docks, where ho is now working as a 
laborer. 

In what conies next we' get a vivid 
picture of the shop assistants' market, 
that strange, pathetic procession of 
young men in tall hats and frock coats, 
looking out for work at less than dock- 
ers' wages of young women in stylish 
lints, kid gloves, and fasliionab!y-cut 
dresses, with anxious hearts and perhaps 
only a few shillings in their pockets, 
bent on admission to this poor and slav- 
ish but highly- respectable livelihood. 

Called at-M.'s, near Russell square. 
Saw Mr. M., who said. 'T have had 
such a number of applicants this morn- 
ing; but, however, 1 make a point of 
seeing everybody who calls. Is your 
home in London; or have you friends'.''' 
"J am living with my brother." 
"Ah. yes. Because we never engage 
any one who cannot go home or to 
friends from Saturday to Monday. We 
like the house to ourselves on Sunday, 
and if assistants are hero the work for 
the house is just as great." 

"May I ask what are the hours here?" 
"I am afraid longer than you have 
been used to. Wo close at five p. m. 
Thursdays, nine p. in., other nights, 
eleven p. m. Saturdays." 

"That is rather late; but what sal- 
ary do you offer'.'" 

"Well, we can't afford to ort'er large 
salaries here. The business won't 
.stand it. What are you asking?" 

"My salary has been £35; premiums 
averaging £12. 

"Ah yes. We have nothing to ofTer 
higher than £20. We have one or two 
counter hands with good salaries. The 
rest are juniors. Xo. 1 really have 
nothing suitable for you. 1 should ad- 
vise you to try Oxford street." 

Note two points. Taking the hour of 
beginning at eight o'clock, wo get a thir- 
toen-hour day for four days in the week, 
nine hours for the "half-holiday," and 
fifteen hours on Saturday— a seventy- 
six hours week. Then as to Sundays. 
It conies hard on assistants who are 
strangers in London to be turned out, 
wet or , fine, ill or well. This regula- 
tion is by no means the rule; but 1 have 
had complaints made of the same thing 
elsewhere by assistants who had no 
friends to keep open house for them 
every Sunday, 

Here is nn interview with the repre- 
sentative of a great Oxford street firm 
which had , advertised for assistants: 

The shopwalker gave me a chair, the 
second from the end of the counter. The 
first wa.s already occupied, and I 
watched the applicants following each 
other in quick succession, until the dou- 
ble lino of chairs at this counter was 
tilled, and the next, counter; and still 
more came, and were marshalled round 
out of my sight. Occasionally a shop- 
walker would thin out a few by asking 
the unlikely ones n few questions, and 
saying. "I am afraid we have nothing 
to suit you." --t twenty-five minutes 
past twelve the engager commenced bus- 
iness. My turn soon came, and went 
as soon. I was asked only, "What de- 
partment do you apply for?" and was 
then told, "You are too little, too short." 
"Am 1 too short for all departments?" 
I asked, "Yes. you are too short for 
Us. Good morning." I made my way 
for the next, and as 1 went out 1 met 
them still coming in. 

The limit of height at this shop was 
Off. -Jin. 

The following interview will, also, I 
think, be read with interest. It took 
place with one of the partners in n large 
West-end house: 

Saw an advertisement and hurried off 
in the pouring rain. After waiting 
some time I was shown into a tiny 
"marking-off room. Mr. W. sat on 
one side of a small counter. I stood on 
the other side. A. young lady was with 
him Ho began to question me. 

"What is your experience?" "What! 
you don't look more than fourteen now!" 
"Where have you lived?" "What 
stock have you kept?" "Go' Lummy! 
lint you are short. Isn't, she short 7 
(to the young lady). Go and send Mr. 

to me." (lOxit young lady.) 

"Why did you leave your last, place — 
of your own free will?" "Will you ha 
wanting to leave here directly ?"' What 
time do yon suppose you would stay?" 
"Here's this young lady — (to buyer) — 
savs she's had eight year's experience. 
Don't look it. does she?" I have to re- 
peat where I have lived to the buyer. 
Mr. W.: "Now, you know about: hosiery 
— know when a stocking'* fashioned anil 
when it's not?"— -Buyer: "What I should 
really want her to keep is ties; but a 
smart young lady will seize the oppor- 
tunity of introducing hosiery. Our cus- 
tomers don't care what money they give 
* i s it's 'the thing,' from 2s. Gd. to 10s. 
lid. doesn't matter a bit. But it wants 
someone to state the price with plenty 
of cheek." — Mr. W. : "Now can you tie 
and put on a gentleman's tie?" — Buyer: 
"It's mostly ladies' ties, and h can soon 
show her how to do it." — Mr. W.: "H'ni. 
.hist turn round. Let's look at. your 
hair. That's all right. Thought it "wns 
short. Now take off your jacket thing. 
See how you look in your business dress. 
Now take off that thing. Makes a l"t 
of difference." (They both take stock 
of me.) Mr. W.: "I'm! Go'Lummv! hut 
isn't she short! lint she'll do! What 
salary do you want?" — Mr. W. to Buy- 
er: "How much in Miss G. getting'.'"- — • 
Buyer: 1 really couldn't say for certain." 
Mr. W.: ".Inst, go and send her here." 
•Mr. W. (to me): "Mother living? 
Father living? Where do they live? 
What is your brother? Where does he 
work? Have you any fads? Are you 
a blue ribbonitc, or anything of that 
sort? What is your religion? Are you 
church, or chapel, or anything of that 
sort? — I don't mind, you know, hut I 
like to know. Ah! you are one of tbe 
sinners that have erred and strayed, I 
expect." 

( Kilter young lady.) 
Mr. W*.: "What: salary are you get- 
ting, Miss G. — ? Don't say it for that 
young lady to hear. Write in the sell- 
ing mark. That's it. -Now premiums'.' 
Now go and stand over there. Which 
is the tallest? You have it a little,' but 
not much. That's all. 
(Exit young lady.) 

Mr. W.: "Now she in getting £30, 
and makes £15 in puis; very likely more. 
If you like to take that, very well. I 
shall not give more." 

I agree to this, ami arrange to come in 
on Wednesday. 

Mr. W.: Now Mr. — will be your buy- 
er. He is a very good man, and you 
must do exactly what he tells you. Bat 
1 am guv'nor, and you must obey me! 
Good day. 

Finally, let us take another triumph 
of Miss D.'s in which the engager is a 
very well-known figure in the shop 
world. This is five months after the 
last interview. 

In walking down Westfbournc-grove, T 
saw a written notice in the dress window 
as follows: "Mr. X. will be engaging 
on Monday and Tuesday, March 28 and 
24. at live 0,', Clock." At half-past four 
On Monday I was at the door of the 
dress shop.

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\ Russia Will Build Her Part of a Railroad • 
• From New York to Paris. \ 
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the Trans-Siberian railroad. This de- 
velopment wns not accompanied by par- 
allel progress in! the north, but, in fact, 
it tended to draw off Russian activities 
the arctic and sub-arctic belt 



Nearly everybody has laughed at the 
fantastic part of connecting New York 
with Paris bv rail. Only Frenchmen 
and Russians treat the matter seriously. 
The French, originating the project 
some ten years ago, have memorialized 
every government through whose ter- 
ritory the road would pass. The trench 
press ami scientific periodicals today 
give sober consideration and encourage- 
ment to the scheme. The Russians 
have reasons of their own tor heartily 
favoring it. . . 

They say that the plan is perfectlj 
feasible. Their engineers and explorers 
have written scores of articles on the 
practicability of t lie scheme, lhey have 
treated the matter as far ns it relates to 
Russian territory, in ah its aspects, and 
have especially discussed the compara- 
tive meri s of the different, routes pro- 
posed from Bearing Strait through 
Northern Siberia to the Trans-Siberian 
railroad in the south. 

The project, in brief, Is to connect tlie 
existing rnilroads in America with Bell- 
rng Strait bv u line running north 
tbrotldl Canada and Alaska. Behring 
S rait to lie crossed by a bridge or a 
tunnel, and the rails to he carried 
through Northeastern Siberia to the 
Trans-Siberian railroad. 

The Russians have rejected the idea 
of a bridge across Behring Strait as of 
doubtful practicability. Their engin- 
eers favor a tunnel in two sections be- 
tween Capo Ptfilioe of Wales, Alaska, 
and Cape Dcshhcff (East Cape), Siberia, 
a distance of thirty-six miles. The 
continuity of the tunnel would be bro- 
ken nearly midwiiy in the strait by the 
larger of 'the Diotned Islands, but each 
of tho two tunnels would be consider- 
ably longer than the Simplon Tunnel, 
now tlie longest in tho world. 
* * 

In -spite of her political and financial 
difficulties, Russia tins just taken steps 
to decide upon the best route in Siberia 
and to make a practical study of the 
tunnel project. Early in December last, 
a commission was appointed to investi- 
gate these questions on the ground, ami 
it: will begin its work next spring. The 
St. Petersburg newspapers say that it is 
estimated that, the cost of building the 
tunnel ind the Siberian section of the 
road will he about $250,000,000. This 
is probably a preliminary estimate, upon 
which little reliance, can bo placed. 

What are tin! real reasons for tho 
genuine interest which Russia is taking 
in this eiiormbtM project? The most »» 
porta nt among them may bo briefly men- 
tioned hero. 

Before the recent war very important 
development hud occurred in Southeast 
Siberia in its agricultural, mining, and 
commercial interests, nil of which was 
directly traceable to the completion of 



the Czar's Asiatic domain to the more 
temperate and promising zones. 

The railroad had the effect to attract 
all enterprises to the southeast, Tlte 
European outposts in tho Ohukche coun- 
try of tin rtheast was gradually 

abandoned, the settlements along tho 
Kolyma, Yami, and Irdigirka rivers de- 
clined, and some of the old colonies of 
the eighteenth century where wholly de- 
serted. Everybody flocked to the 
south, though Russia was just beginning 
to find new riches in the north. 

It was learned over three years ago 
that the gold-bearing anas of Alaska 
apparently extend under Behring Strait 
and reappear on the neighboring shores 
of Asia. Tin" I'.ordanow'n-z and Other 
expeditions reported that there was gold 
in paying quantities within ten miles of 
Cape Deshaeff, and that both coarse 
and line gold were found in most of 
the river valleys coming out of the 
mountains reaching the sen between the 
coast: settlements of Gishign and Ok- 
hotsk". The studies in this region have 
scarcely more than begun, but, on the 
whole, the prospects tor milling deftr'clop- 
ment are favorable, and the great moun- 
tain region between the sea and the 
Lena is known to be rich in gold. Bo- 
fore the war the gold output in the 
Lena basin trebled in four years. 
• • <. 

It wns also found that among these 
mountains ami along the coastal plain 
was a. great reserve for the fur trade, 
still untouched except in its southern 
part, where a fur company was carrying 
on a barter trade with the natives at a 
profit, of 500 to 1,000 per cent. 

Russia is fully convinced that there 
lire vast resources in minerals, furs, ami 
forests in a part of this northeastern ex- 
tension of Siberia, and that they are 
comparatively .worthless until an outlet 
is provided. 

As the outcome of the war the empire 
has lost much of its opportunity and in- 
fluence in Hast Africa. The government 
policy is now turning eagerly to the idea 
of doing everything it can to develop the 
neglected arts of Siberia, both as a 
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source of wealth and as an outlet for 
the energies of the Russian people. 

This is the reason that a commission 
is going to Northeast Siberia next 
spring. 

The route that at first seemed to be 
most in favor extends west, from Cape 
Deshneff along the northern tundra and 
through the towns of Verchoyansk and 
Yakutsk and thence down the Lena 
river to Irkutsk, where it would meet, 
the Trims-Siberian road. This project 
has developed strong opposition, chiefly 
under the leadership of Alexander Sih- 
Iriakoff, the well-known Siberian explor- 
er. Public sentiment seems now to be 
overwhelmingly in favor of the route 
which extends southwest to Oushigll, 
then skirts the coast of the Okhotsk Sea 
to the Amur river at Xikolajevsk. The 
lowest teniperaturn recorded there every 
winter is about SI degrees Fahrenheit, 
ami the mean temperature throughout 
the year is 4.3 degrees Fahrenheit, or 
about US degrees below the freezing 
point. 

Tho last formidable objection that is 
urged to this route is thai on the way to 
Yakutsk the trains would have to cross 
two mountain ranges through passes 
thai are about I>,000 ami -1,000 feet 
above the level of the tundra. These 
objections have been urged so forcibly 
that the "cneral opinion in Russia now 
is that there i.s very little prospect that 
the northern route to the Lena river 
I will lie selected. 

Some of tin- most prominent engineers 
argue, on the other hand, that not a 
single serious objection can bo urged to 
the southern route to Vladivostok, and 
that a railroad there may be easily 
built, easily maintained and will best 
serve the interests of commerce. For 
much of the way the route is not far 
from the sea, whose influence modifies 
the extreme cold of winter. Most of 
the rivers to be crossed are small, and 
itilierV lire no great Hoods in the early 
summer. There are no towering moun- 
tain ranges to cross, for tho route is 
between the ocean and the ranges that 
extend parallel to it. -More Ihau half 
of the way is through heavily wooded 
country, a protection against drifting 
snow. 

In connection with this route branch 
routes have been planned leading up, 
through low passes, to northern mining 
districts among the mountains and to 
Yakutsk on the Lena, which, thoueh the 
second . coldest town in the world, its 
winter temperature being much colder 
than that of the settlements of the west 

coast of Greenland, has a population of 
5,000 and is growing more and more im- 
portant as a mining centre, while in the 
region around it cattle raising is becom- 
ing a large industry. 

Yakutsk, by the way, has a unique 
curiosity which is shown to all visitors. 
About seventy years ago a Russian mer- 
chant there decided to dig a well. He 
kept his men at it with pick and sbovej 
all summer, but after penetrating lOTi 
reel in solidly frozen soil he decided to 
quit. Then the Imperial Academy of 
Sciences in St. Petersburg decided to 
find how deeply frost extended at Yak- 
utsk. They sank the well further lo a 
total depth of 3S2 feet, still in solidly 
frozen ground and then gave up the job. 
The hole is still there anil is kept care- 
fully covered to exclude the external 
air. 

II is expected that all the preliminary 
studies for the railroad will be made 
within the next year: hut there is no 
telling when Russia will hi' in position 
to invest the large amount of money 
required to build the line. Her present: 
financial position is deplorable and the 
government railroads have not been 
paying expenses for some time. Nobody 
doubts, however, that a land so richly 
blessed with natural wealth as Russia 
is will see prosperity again when good 
government, and peace at home and 
abroad are its portion. The educated 
classes are fully in favor of this 
railroad project. It will certainly be 
built when the conditions permit, for it 
is necessary to the development of tin? 
great potentialities of Eastern Siberia, 

Nobody knows whether the building 
of tills Siberian line will ever incite the 
construction of a road across Alaska to 
Behring Strait. It is dangerous, how- 
ever, lo fix any limitations upon human 
enterprises. A few years ago we should 
have laughed at the idea that in 1903 
about three hundred British scientists 
would visii the Victoria Falls of the 
Zambesi by a railroad extending 1,000 
miles from the ocean. Xo prophet can 
safely say that tlie top notch .if Alaska's 
development is within sight; it is cer- 
tain Hint if n railroad is ever needed 
across Alaska it will be built.

MARK TWAIN AND HIS LATEST. 

Mark Twain was the guest of honor 
at :l dinner K'ven hist week in New- 
York by the Press Club and the Man- 
hattan Dickens Fellowship in the Press 
Club rooms to commemorate the filth 
anniversary of the birth of Charlps 
Dickens. In the course of the dinner 
''Mark" expressed his opinion 011 the 
competency of John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
to instruct his Bible class 011 tho 
subject of veracity. He also aire-rt 
his thoughts on the general subject of 
lying, 

"1 am," said Mr. Clemens; "suffering 
now from the tact that 1, who have 
told the truth a good many times in 
iny life, have lately received more let- 
ters than anybody else in the .world 
urging me to lead a righteous life. 1 
have more friends who want to see 
mo develop 011 a high level than any- 
body else. 

John n. Rockefeller, two 
tnught his Bible class all 
lity. Some of the letters 
ved suggest that I go there 
too. Why, I know Mr. 
and he is a good fellow. 



"Young 
weeks ago, 
about verac 
I have rpcel 
and learn, 
Rockefeller, 



He Is competent in many ways to 
teach a Bible class, but when It comes 
to veracity he Is only 36 years old. 1 
am TO years Old. I have been .familiar 
with veracity twice as long as ho has. 
And George Washington 
"And the story about George Wash- 
ington and bin little hatchet," con- 
tinued tl e speaker, also has been sug- 



gested to 111c In these letters in a fur- 
tive way, as if 1 needed some of 
George Washington and his hatchet in 
my constitution. Why, dear me, they 
overlook the real point of that story. 
The point i.s not the one that usually 
is suggested. You can readily see 
that. The point is not that George 
said to his father, 'Yes, father, I cut 
down the cherry tree, 1 cannot tell a 
lie,' but that a little boy only 7 years 
old should have his sagacity developed 
under such circumstances. He was a, 
hoy wise beyond his years. His con- 
duct then was tho prophecy of later 
years. Yes, 'I think he was the most 
remarkable man tho country ever pro- 
duced — up to my time, anyway. 
• "Little George was keen enough to 
realize that circumstantial evidence 
was against him. He knew* his father 
would know from the size of tlie chips 
that no full grown hatchet cut that 
tree down, and that no man would have 
haggled at it so. 

Everything Against Him. 
"Now, then, George— little George — 
knew that everything wa.s against him; 
he knew bis father would send around 
the plantation and inquire for a small 
boy with a hatchet, und so he had the 
wisdom to conic out and confess it. 
Now, the Idea that ids father was over- 
joyed when he told little George he 
would 111 tla-r have him cut down 1,000 
cherry trees than tell a lie Is all non- 
sense. What dill he really mean'.' 
Why, that he wa.s absolutely astonished 
that he had a son who had a chance to 
fell a lie nnd didn't. 

"1 admire old George — if that was his 
name — for his discernment. He Knew 
when he said his son couldn't tell a lie 
that he was stretching it a good deal. 
He wouldn't have to go to John D, 
Rockefeller's Bible class to linil that 
out. The way the old George Washing- 
ton story is handed down, it doesn't do 
anybody any good. It only discour- 
ages people who can tell a lie." 
His Interest in Poets, 
Mr. Clemens said lie always had 
taken an Interest in young people who 
wanted to become poets. He remem- 
bered that he was particularly Inter- 
ested In one budding poet when he was 
a reporter on a newspaper. This young 
poet's name wa.s Butter. Mark was 
out of a job, and Butter came around 
to him one day und said disconcolately 

I that he was going to commit suicide; 

i he was tired of life, not being able to 

i express his thoughts in poetic form. 

I Butter asked Reporter Clemens what 
he thought of the idea. Said the 
speaker: 

! 'T said it was a. good Idea. 'You can 
do me a friendly turn. You go oft in 
a private place and I'll do as much for 
you sometime.' " 

The speaker said he told Butter how 
he would write up his death; how he. 

I would make a .spread of It; how it 
would appear 011 the first page of the 
paper. 

"I cheered Butter up so that he went 
off In a joyous frame of mind to kill 
himself."

There was nothing in It. 

"Well, after that,"- concluded the hu- 
morist, "that man never could write 
prose, but he could write poetry. There 
Is lots of talent all over the country, 
but the trouble Is they don't develop 
it."

In a few weeks Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
will be banriuetted by tho Liberals of 
Ontario: It will be an interesting and 
impressive event, In character and in 
enthusiasm the banquet will probably 
equal the remarkable Liberal conven- 
tion which assembled on the eve of 
the defeat of tho Ross .government a 
year ago. There has been no liner 
party convention in tho history of the 
province. But it was the party, and 
not the country, which spoke in the 
"tumult and the shouting" of that 
great demonstration. How will It be 
now? What message will the leader 
bring to the "young hope of the parly," 
and the battle-scarred veterans of Lib- 
eralism? We know that he will bo 
gracious, persuasive and eloquent. He 
lias all that charm of manner, and fine 
reserve and dignity of bearing, which 
aro the natural attributes of men born 
to command their fellows. It is hard 
• to resist the glamor of his personality, 
and something like an infringement 
upon the social amenities to question 
the methods by which he maintains his 
ascendency. But it is not Liberalism 
to cheer lor a picturesque figure mas- 
querading in the garments of enfeebled 
Toryism. The spectacle Is still less at- 
tractive when the garments hang upon 
the figure with pathetic incongruity 
and destroy all its natural proportions. 

How otherwise can this leader of 
official Liberalism be regarded by the 
old reformers of the townships, the 
voung enthusiasts of the Liberal clubs, 
the eager and alert students of the 
schools and universities who accept 
Liberalism as a living creed of social 
and political reform? What have they 
received from the accession of the Lib- 
eral party to power in Canada? How- 
does Sir Wilfrid Laurler's programme 
consort with that of British Liberalism, 
whence la their faith and their princi- 
ples?

CURIOUS USES FOR WOOD. 



What a Man Wrought Out of Wasted 
Redwood Bark. 



Scientific American. 

The giant sequoias of California, 
thousands of years old, have been pr- 
served to this day because of their en- 
ormously thick bark. Frlm time to 
time, in the course of ages, forest tires 
have swept through the big tree lands, 
destroying everything, yet only scorch- 
] ing for a couple of Inches' depth or so 
the almost fireproof bark. The flames, 
having carbonized that much of tho 
bark, could not penetrate further, lor 
the carbonized portion formed an ab- 
solutely fireproof covering for the re- 
mainder of the Interior bark. 

In the felling of the giant redwoods 
for timber, tons upon tons of the foot 
thick bark would accumulate as the 
result of the cutting up of the giants. 
It was often found seriously in the 
way, interfering with the removal of 
the logs, otherwise It would have been 
allowed to remain on the ground until 
It rotted. So there was nothing to do 
but burn the unsightly heaps. 

But one day, many years ago a 
shrewd Connecticut Yankee mimed 
Anderson, a wood turner by trade, be- 
gan to think about this wnsto a bit 
during Ills prolonged residence In his 
new- home on the Pacllic slope. True, 
the bark was too soft to make wooden 
nutmegs out of It, but It might do for 
something else, So h 
thought; ami In the course (if time 
had produced a whole variety of use- 
ful articles from the hitherto wasted 
bark: dubbed It "atklnson," or vege- 
table asbestos, and made an honest 
living for years therefrom. The indus- 
try spread; and now redwood bark 
articles are— In fact, always have been 



more easily worked in manufacturing 
into articles. 

Curious natural brushes are pro- 
duced from one of the palmetto 
species on our southern coasts. The 
"bristles" of the brush and the solid 
wood portion thereof are all one. No 
"coming out" complaint with those 
bristles! 

The brushes are made in two ways, 
riii- extreme root of the tree is a 
mass of fibres. Those are cut off 
close up to the trunk, which is sawed 
off about an inch up, and the slab 
is cut up into simple brushes for the 
bath, toilet, hair, etc. Another couple 
of inches will bo sawed oft the trunk, 
well soaked and the pithy wood jagged 
out between the fibres by a crude 
kind of steel or jagged comb. Once 
pith Is thoroughly dried and hard it 
will stand Immersion in hot bath 
waters without softening, 

These curious natural made brushes 
aro only locally known and are occa 
sionally sold to tourists. They an 
unknown to commerce in the Amerl 
can brush trade. Xo attempt has 
ever been made to establish any indus- 
try in them. Yet they are possibly 
tho longest lived brushes extant. A 
bath brush used for half a dozen 
years looked, true, as if it had had 
plenty of use, but was good enough 
lor another half dozen years. 

The fibres and wood aro of a bright, 
sandy hue, and if kept clean almost 
preserve throughout their agreeably 
slight odor, reminding one of dried 
corn leaves.

son to convey n deadly poison to "111 
food. He would toll this tale to every- 
one who would listen and doggedly re- 
fuse his food for days together, often, 
indeed, until ho was rendered so ill ns 
to ho sent to the infirmary, where he 
would frantically refuse both food and 
physic unless; it were poured down his 
throat or tasted by the doctor. 

Consequently he would heroine SO ill 
that the authorities wore disposed to 
deem him a lit, subject for Broadmoor, 
"specially n s the contingency of the 
prisoner dying of starvation aroused 
those immediately responsible for his 
well-being to the fact, that "there is 
no arguing, as the corpse speaks for 
itself." Thus, If n man happened to 
have, ns so many habitual criminals 
have, a streak of insanity in his brain, 
it was not unlikely he was transferred 
to Broadmoor when he was no madder 
— very likely, much saner— than thou- 
sands of other men who never put their 
heads within an asylum at all. 

This dodge is, of course, capable of 
immense variation, nnd, redressed, it 
is still being played in our pena! es- 
tablishments. Some convicts, having 
Broadmoor in distant views and the 
prison mlii-mnry in the immediate fore- 
ground, will suddenly develop passions 
for swallowing the most extraordinary 
trifles. One man will evince a mani- 
acal taste for swallowing small stones 
a trick a certain prisoner carried so 
far that when ho was oneraled on he 
was found to contain more than four 
pounds of stones. Another prisoner 
will sacrifice his nightly comfort by 
grndunlly eating up his mattress. 
Blankets and clothing aro also absorb- 
ed in the same manner. But such 
dodges as these generally miscarry, 
and scarcely over load to Broadmoor. 
The more discreet prisoners prefer to 
qualify for the asylum by less heroic 
measures. 

Kleptomaniacs in prison are not com- 
mon, hut prisoners 1 sentenced for a 
series of petty thefts will sometimes 
continue their practice in jail in order 
to load the authorities to think they 
oucilt not to ho treated like common 
felons, but, removed to Broadmoor. 
Wormwood Scrubs prison was onco 
very much troubled by an aggravated 
case or this kind, 

Tho mini had pleaded kleptomania nt 
his I rial, hut all in vain, and five years 
was the sentence passed upon him. He 
had not been long in Wormwood 
Soruhs when all sorts of unconsidered 
trifles begun tn disappear In the most 
mysterious manner, For a long time 
the Identity of the thief was unsus- 




pected. Hut one day a prisoner em- 
ployed in the printing-room lost n but- 
ton 'off his trousers, and Hie thief, who 
worked in the same department, offer- 
ed to let him have another. Hut it 
proved to he the identical button that 
bad been lost, ami thereupon the thief 
foil Under suspicion, which was, of 
coursj', the object of his noble offer. 
On his cell being searched a most ex- 
traordinary collection of articles was 
found in his mattress. The list of 
items would liil ball" a column, hut the 
most common things were buttons, 
nails, scraps of soap, rags, and frag-, 
ineuts.of wood. At one fell swoop, in- 
deed, everything that had been missed 
during inbhths passed was recovered. 

The thief, instead op being seat to 
Broadmoor, was punished, hut never- 
theless he resumed his practice; nnd 
lie continued his thefts and secreting 
them until he was transferred to Port- 
land in the usual course, when he sud- 
denly and completely reformed. 

In addition to Broadmoor, ami much 
more accessible, there is the infirmary, 
into 'which experienced prisoners will 
contrive to get despite their enjoyment 
of Hie most robust health. The dodge 
by which tliey secure this form of holi- 
day, or relief from fhe ordulary rou- 
tine of prison life, is called "fetching 
the farm," the "farm" being the pri- 
son iilimo of the infirmary. 

Mere sham sicknesses arc useless for 
tliitf purpose, and a prisoner has to re- 
sort to some more or less heroic meas- 
ure to secure his holiday. One such 
dodge is to sot tip blood poisiuing by 
scratching the llcsli of an arm, or a leg 
with .a surreptitiously obtained rusty 
anil. : A certain prisoner at Pentouvillo 
did this so successfully that it became 
necessary to have his leg amputated, 
A similar but less drastic (bulge is to 
make a wound on a limb nnd keep it, 
open until it becomes so bad as to 
"fetch the farm." — Tit-Bits.

Determined champions of the 
status n no — their tendency in to regard 
all defence preparation ns "Imperial- 
ism," It is easy to combat this, to point 
out that every step taken has been for 
strictly Canadian purposes; but tho im- 
pression exists. Present appearances 
are that an attack on the militia admin- 
istration of the Laurier government is 
being planned by French Liberals; and 
that it does not lack highly placed lead-

An odd political situation underlies u 
recent hit of criticism of the Militia De- 
1 part meat, Not long ago the Globe 
printed an article dated from Quebec, 
giving utterance to a number of com- 
plaints. Commencing with some ex- 
pressions of sympathy with Col. Bouhui; 
ger, who was dismissed not long ago for 
padding his puy sheets, it went on to 
criticise the retention of an Imperial 
engineer officer in connection with the 
Halifax fortifications, and deprecated 
tlie employment of a couple of Imperial 
olfieers to superintend the change of A 
and 1! batteries from field to horse nrtll- 
cry, and to perform certain technical 
services with regard to the inspection of 
small arms. From this it passed into 
n .complaint that the military influence 
are too strong in tho Mititia Depart" 
inent, and this led up to a eulogy of Col- 
onel Pinault, the Deputy Minister o£ 
Militia, and a sufficiently broad Intinin- 
tion that his Influence has been cur- 
tailed. 

The criticisms as to the employment 
of Imperial officers can he discussed 
later; for I he moment The Globe cor- 
respondent's concluding complaint de- 
mands attention, it is the key of the 
whole article. 

Incessant Friction. 
I Everybody knows how. under the for- 
mer Militia Act, all General Officers 
Commanding, speaking broadly, disa- 
greed with all Ministers. What, is not 
so widely known is the friction which 
almost necessarily existed between the 
general and the Deputy Minister. The 
ordinary Government Department, such 
as that of Finance or the Interior, has 
as its political head the Minister, and 
as its permanent head an official who 
Qms full control, under the Minister, of 
thO staff and the work of the depart- 
ment. The Militia Department bad a 
minister and a Denuty Minister; natur- 
ally the Minister would wish to be mas- 
ter of his department, as oilier Min- 
isters arc, and the Deputy would wish 
to be supreme under the Minister, as 
are other deputies. But the General 
Ollicor Commanding blocked the way of 
•both, nnd the Militia Department had a 
double organization. Tito Deputy Min- 
ister had a great den I of power, espe- 
cially in matters involving expenditure, 
but the General was to some extent in- 
dependent of him. The result was in- 
cessant friction: on the whole, however, 
the Deputy Minister exercised very 
strong influence in the Department. 

The new Militia Act abolished the 
post of General Officer Commanding 
nnd erected the Militia Council At fre- 
quent intervals the Minister meets half 
n dozen of bis principal subordinates, 
fho Chief of the .General Shift', three 
Junior military officers, the Deputy Min- 
ister and one other civilian official. 
When the Minister is absent the Deputy 
presides. The effect of this system is 
that when a subject comes up for dis- 
cussion tho titular Permanent Head is 
simply one man among six who are sum- 
moned to take counsel; Moreover, most: 
subjects which are discussed are bound 
to lie technical, and on these the opin- 
ion of the military experts naturally 
will carry, weight. The tendency insen- 
sibly is toe ' (lie Deputy to drift, into 
the position of" being asked lo find fMie 
means, of carrying out resolutions to 
which the Minister lias come, largely 
on the advice of the soldiers. 

Civilian Control 
It. is a strange development. No 
stronger means of ensuring ultimate 
civilian control could be devised, and 
the writer of these lines expected the 
Council to establish civilian influences 
more powerfully than ever. Yet the 
system has so worked in practice that 
the Minister sees more of his distinctly 
military advisers, and sees them upon 
an easier footing than formerly was 
the case: and bo has been brought more 
closely in touch with the military point 
of view. Civilian control in the ulti- 
mate sense, is absolute, for the Min- 
ister is definitely chief of the whole 
service and the officers of the Council 
are his subordinates, to carry out his 
deeisions, After all. the Militia is a 
technical service, and when tho Minister 
l&nds at his hand, in the Chief of the 
•General Staff an accomplished technical 
officer, master of n very difficult pro- 
fession nnd versed in the details of the 
organisation work wliich is now being 
attempted, the tendency to lean on him 
is natural. The Deputy Minister is 
versed in the art of managing the busi- 
ness of the Department, and .so long as 
the Militia Department existed simply 
to keep the. existing corps running, with- 
out a thought of their ever being sent 
on active service, as long as the Do- 



ers. 

Not long before Mr. Prefontaino sail- 
ed on the journey from which he had so 
sad and so magnificent home-coming, he 
sulggested to certain French Conserva- 
tives in Montreal, that the militia ex- 
penditure offered a vulnerable point of 
attack, "It you fellows were any 
good," ho said in effect, "you would 
raise the mischief with us, in Quebec at 
all events, on that expenditure." Tin! 
French Conservatives seem to have de- 
clined fo agree to pull his chestnuts out 
of the tiro, but the rumors that an at- 
tack is pending seem thicker than ever. 
Wo may witness in the approaching ses- 
sion a curious little revolt among the 
Quebec ministerialists. 

(Merits National Support, 

This a matter in which the govern- 
ment merits the support of nil Can- 
adians. It has bet:: "discharging a na- 
tional duty in seeking fo place the work 
of defence on a satisfactory basis, its 
measures, taken ns a whole, have been 
exceedingly sound and judicious, and 
have been conceived in a thoroughly 
Canadian and national spirit. It is per- 
fectly true that its record is marred by 
its exceedingly bad treatment of Lord 
Dundonnld; but, Lord Dundonnld once 
gone, and the reaction which followed 
bis dismissal having spent itself, it has 
(lone much towards carrying out many 
of the schemes proposed by him, and 
there is the substantial continuity in the 
management of the militia before ami 
after that deplorable incident. This is 
a ease in which portions of Canada out- 
side of Quebec might well afford to 
show their intention of supporting the 
government In a sphere in which its 
policy is in the public interest. II.

As'l am neither a wet nurse for bud-

J. Hill the other night in Mr. Hill's 
reception room, in the Hotel Gotham, 
New York. 

And then Mr. Hill indulged himself 
and bis visitor with one of those silent, 
charming laughs of his. Mr. Hill's 
laugh is one of the most wonderful 
things about Mr. Hill's remarkable per- 
sonality. As lie speaks always in a 
whisper, he likewise laughs without any 
noise whatever. His mouth does not 
move. He laughs with bis eyes, and 
when those quick, .snappy, keen eyes of 
his — as big ami brown as some wild an- 
imal's — break into merriment you feel 
that ".Mr. Hill is laughing very heartily 
indeed. The whole expression of his 
face changes when his eyes light up and 
begin to laugh. The effect is exactly 
the same as Mr. Hill bad. like the ordin- 
ary man. guffawed and slapped bis leg 
in sheer outburst of merriment. 

Barring the few lines about bis eyes 
his face is absolutely immobile, but 
those few lines, wliich set the big brown 
eyes dancing to the lively step of humor, 
are so exquisitely expressive that, no one 
can resist their charm. 

"I presume," continued Mr. Hill, 
"that nearly every young man would 
like to make a fortune. More than that 
I have an idea that there are several 
middle-aged, not to say old men, 'who 
have similar ambit ions." 

"And bow is the best way to do it?" 

"What? — to make u fortune? Why. 
earn it — work for it. The man who 
does not work for his object will never 
achieve It. So far as I know, there is 
no royal road to success. If a young 
man has his mind set upon the attain- 
ment of some object, whet her it is liter- 



ary fame or social standing or (inanctal 

position, hi' can never get there unless 
he devotes his energies without restric- 
tion to thut end." 

"Do you think, ' then, that a young 
man in business should give up his 
whole lime to his business or take some 
of that time off for healthful recreation, 
like playing golf, or sailing a boat, or 
driving horses';" 

"This taking time off is all very well 
for the man who can afford it." 

"Cannot every man afford it in a 
way V" 

"I know very few men who can af- 
ford to take any time off from their busi- 
ness if they would make their business 
a success or keep it successful. There 
are some men, I believe, who are so con- 
stituted that they can do six days' work 
in three days. Xow, those fellows can 
well afford to go dutomobiling or golf- 
ing', or digging ehnns, or any other oc- 
cupation that appeals to them. But 
most men can only Dntl twenty-four 
hours in the present day as it is regula- 
ted by the rising and setting of the sun. 
The fellow who has forty-eight hours in 
his day is one of the rare exceptions, 
and -ossibly one of the best." 

"But you believe in men. especially in 
business men, taking exercise, do you 
not?" , 

"Of course I do. Every sane human 
being believes In exercise. We all of 
us believe in lots of tilings which are 
impracticable, and exercise as it is fre- 
quently talked about is quite impractic- 
able to a large class of people. There 
are many occupations where exercise is 
somewhat useless when taken outside 
of ii man's regular business. For in- 
stance. I believe that playing billiards 
affords fl very good form of exercise, hut 
I do not believe that it is at all neces- 
sary to the health of n blacksmith to 
play billiards. You see one man's work 
Is SO different from some other man's 
work that it is quite out of the question 
to lay down any general rule. What 
would be exercise for one man would be 
drudgery for another. What would do

Custards and Creams. 

For dainty light desserts, lunches, or 
"teas," custards and creams llud favor 
at a season when fresh fruits are un- 
obtainable. They are easily and (illicit- 
ly prepared and are a happy change 
from the almost universal pie and 
pudding of cold weather routine. Now 
just a few items fur consideration be- 
fore you begin to make your custard: 

Beat eggs always In an earthen or 
porcelain dish; never in tin. Beat 
whites and yolks separately. It is not 
necessary to add the white of eggs to 
custard, the yolks alone being suffi- 
cient. The white may be used as a 
meringue or utilized in a "silver cake," 
or even added to the custard, if no 
other use is required. But if added, let 
them bo whipped stiff and stirred in 
after the yolks. If custards bake too 
quickly; or are left in the oven too 
long, or kept hot loo long they turn to 
whey or are "watery." Boiled custards 
should be turned into a cold dish at 
once, when sufficiently cooked, or set 
in snow, or on ice, or otherwise made 
to cool rapidly. If nothing better 
serves, a pan of cold water is good, 
and the hot custard may be sec into 
this. 

Just as milk is on the "boiling point" 
it is covered with light foam. 

To llavor custards with orange or 
lemon peel, grate the peel with hard 
lumps of coarse sugar. 

In baking custards it is well to set 
the disli in a second or pan, containing 
water. In boiling milk, always set the 
dish containing It, Into a second one 
containing boiling water. 

Peach leaves, boiled, (or scalded in 
the milk until the latter reaches "boil- 
ing point") give a pleasing llavor to 
custards. 

To prevent eggs curdling when add- 
ing to boiling milk, beat them with the 
sugar, and then stir in a. few teaspoon - 
fuls eif cold hi ilk. Four into the hot 
milk wltli- one' hand w;hl!e you stir 
the custard rapidly with tho'other. 

A tiny pinch of salt in the milk im- 
proves any custard, though few reci- 
pes call for It, as it Is a little secret 
known to few. 

The ordinary rule for plain custards 
is: One cup of sugar, tour eggs, and 
one .salt spoonful of salt to each quart 
of milk. 

To test a custard, either baked or 
boiled, to see it it is sufficiently cook- 
ed, plunge a. teaspoon perpendicularly 
into the centre of the custard. If a 
sign of milkiness appears in the open- 
ing thus made, more cooking is re- 
quired, otherwise it should be removed 
from the tire a t once. 

Boiled custard: One quart of milk, 
two tablespoonfuls of coin starch, two 
eggs, butter size of filbert, and salt 
spoonful of salt. Wet the corn starch 
in a portion of the milk, and set the 
rest on to boil in a pail, set In a pot of 
boiling wilier. When milk reaches 
boiling point add the moistened starch, 
.Stirling briskly. Next add the eggs, 
whipped well, and mixed with 1 table- 
spoonfuls of sugar. Bet cook for a 
few moments, stirring well. Then add 
grated cocoanut, remove from lire and 
beat we'll, adding Havering to suit. 
Serve cold. 

Chocolate Custard: Break two strips; 
or sticks of chocolate in pieces, cover J 
with a little milk, and set the dish 
containing it over the boiling teakettle 
to dissolve the chocolate. When melt- 
ed and worked smooth, add to the re- j 
malueder of the one quart of milk audi 
set lo boil, as previously directed. Heat | 
yolks of six eggs with one cup of sugar, | 
add to this one heaping tablespoonful 
of corn starch wet in milk, and a pinch | 
of salt. Stir these into the boiling milk 
containing the chocolate. Stir con- 
stantly, as It cooks ror four minutes; 
pour Into cold disk and sot away to 
coid. (» ... 

Baked Custard: Separate the whltos 
and yolks of live eggs. Heat the yolks 
with a quarter of a pound ol sugar. 
Beat whites till stiff and add the whole 
t,. ;i quart of milk. Flavor and pour 
into a buttered mould. Set at once, in- 
to a pan of boiling water, in a moder- 
ately hoi oven and bake half an hour. 
Be careful not to over-bake. 

.Moonshine: Heat the whites of six, 
eggs to a stiff troth. Add gradually 
powdered sugar up to a pint, beating 
from thirty to forty minutes. Then 
beat in a cup of jelly (lemon is nice) t 
and sol on snow Or ice to cool. To 
serve, pour into a saucer rich cream : 
nuvoreu to suit, and on the cream place . 
a generous portion of moonshine. This 
amount will do for six or seven per- 



teaspoonful of alum in one quart of hot 
water. When cold lake one teacupful 
of the water and set In a kettle or pail 
on the fire to boll. To the remainder 
of the water add flour till of the con- 
sistency of thick cream. Stir In as 
much rosin, powdered, as will rest on 
a five-cent piece (nickel.) In the boil- 
ing- water place eight cloves or more. 
These are to aid the preservative qual- 
ities of the pnste. As the cup of water 
boils stir into it the dour mixture, 
thoroughly freed from lumps. Stir as 
it cooks. In a few moments it will be 
of the consistency of mush. Pour It Into 
an earthen vessel, cover, and set in a 
cool place. "When required for use take 
a portion and soften with warm water. 
AVI 11 keep a year, 



"Jeannie" — Will you please tell me 
why bread raised only once is more 
nutritious than that which is raised 
two or three times? Also how long 
it takes it to rise after it Is put into 
the pans? Will you give a few hints 
on cake-making? Sometimes my layer 
cakes are nice and llakoy, then again 
they look curdy. Why is it? Is it 
owing to the baking? I use very best 
Ingredients. 

Answer. — Bread raised once is more 
nutritious because the second and third 
fermentations destroy the nutritive 
qualities to a great extent. As to the 
time required for It to rise In the pan, 
that will depend upon the temperature 
of your kitchen, and your- care of the 
loaves. I have mine in the oven some- 
times in three hours after mixing; 
again It has been nearer live hours, if 
called away from the kitchen and tire 
allowed to get low. Remember, that 
when it comes from the oven the loaves 
wdll be twice the size they were when 
they went In. Also see that your yeast 
is very lively. I tried yeast cakes and 
found them a failure, so I do not 
swerve from home-made yeast now; 
hops and potatoes, or plain potato 
yeast. You will find the bread light 
and vory.tsweet, with a nutty flavor 
unknown to oven-raised bread. It is 
a satisfying bread for the children's 
school lunch. You have probably found 
the cake-making "hints" fully enlarged 
upon before this. They had already 
gone to the printer when your note 
came' in. I think your trouble wdth 
layer cakes lies In too much Hour and 
milk for the amount of the other in- 
gredients used. Try the method of 
adding the stiffened whites of eggs the 
last of all. It makes a smooth, 
spongy cake, and does away with the 
"curdy" appearance. 

Mrs. H. B. — Will you, through your 
valued column, give me a recipe for 
"macaroons." I want the genuine, old 
fashioned confection of that name. Re- 
cently I bought some so-called macar- 
oons at a baker's, but they were more 
like little ginger cakes than the article 
I wanted to obtain. 

Answer. — Pour boiling water over 
half a pound of almonds, rub the skins 
off, and then lay them in cold water for 
a few minutes. Next pound them to 
a smooth paste, moistening them wllh 
one tablespoonful of csencc of lemon. 
Add one pound of pulverized sugar and 
whiles of three eggs. Work the paste 
thoroughly, using the back of the spoon 
to rub and mix it well. Dip the hands 
in water, and roll and press the mixture 
into little round cakes the size of a 
nickel but somewhat thicker, of course. 
Place on buttered paper an inch or 
more apart. Next, with moistened 
hands, gently smooth and gloss each 
macaroon, then place them in a cool 
oven for three-quarters of an hour. 



These are the genuine macaroon of 
confectioners' make. But this recipe 
is also good, and is made with any 
sort of nut meals, pecans, peanuts or 
filberts being particular! <rood. Drop 
nut kernels m a cool oven for an Hour, 
tiien pulverize them. Add a ciasn or 
mixed spice and nutmeg: Jtuke trosl- 
ing as tor a cake, and of any colored 
sugar you like. Mix witti tlie spiced 
nut kernels till a stilt dough is formed 
that can be rolled into Utile balls the 
size of a nutmeg. To roll them, Hour 
the hands. Place on buttered papers, 
allowing room for theni to spread, and 
bake In a quick oven. 



DAILY FASHION HINTS 
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"Frog-iu-Her-Throat." — Please send 
in some recipes for candy. I particu- 
larly want to know how to make a good 
horehound candy. *.*,'* 

Answer. — Buy the horehound at your 
druggist's. You can ge*. it in little 
packages dried or genuine. Boll two 
ounces of the herbs in one and one- 
half pint of water for half an hour. 
Strain and add to the tea thus obtained 
three and one-half pounds of brown 
sugar. Boil over a quick lire till tiie 
syrup will harden in a brittle degree 
when dropped on a cold saucer. Grease 
well a long, narrow baking tin und 
pour the candy Into this to a deptli of 
three-quarters of an inch. Dust thick- 
ly over the top with pulverized sugar. 
When nearly cold press a knife blade 
Into the still pliable candy, marking 
it off in to "sticks." If need be, deepen 
these creases again, so that when cold 
the candy may be snapped off in even 
strips or "sticks." Will give a few 
hints on candy- making next week, with 
recipes. 




"-Anabel" — Would you be so kind as 
to repeat the formula you gave some 
time ago for premature wrinkles? Also 
would like recipe for a good tooth wash 
that would not injure the enamel. 

Answer. — For the wrinkles, wash the 
face nt night with hot water and a fine f roni which bine 
soap; rinse with cold water, and work 1)est f , uUUm(1 j 
into the skin the following: Almond 
oil, 2 ounces; alum, (10 grains; rose 
water, G ounces. Mix the alum and 
rose water, then add to the oil, shaking 
the mixture well. Keep bottled for 
use. May be applied after the morning 
batli also. For the teeth you will find 
the following, agreeable,, cleansing and 
preservative: White castile soap, one- 
half ounce; tincture of cardamon, 1 
dram; tincture of asasum, 1 dram; oil 
of peppermint, % dram; oil of winter- 
green, Vi dram; oil of cassia, .1 drops; 
glycerine, 2 ounces; alcohol and water, 
each 7 ounces. Use diluted with water, 
or place a few drops on the brush and 
use clear water from the glass to wash 
teeth.

Even within a 
short distance of tne city limits large 
tracts of land of the best quality await 
tne advent of the fruit-grower and the 
farmer. The whole of tnat part of the 
Island at present being developed adds 
its quota to the financial success of the 
Capital City, but especially is this tine 
of the great Cowichan Valley, which, 
owing to its proximity and its business 
relationship, pours into the coffers of 
Victoria mercnants a large pa'rt of the 
abundant wealth which Is extracted 
from tne fertile soil. 

When a homeseekcr comes lo the 
Island, Victoria is his first and last 
port of call and it Is usually through a 
Victoria agent that lie makes his pur- 
chase. Indeed, It Is only in Victoria 
that he can obtain the requisite in- 
formation to enable him to choose out 
the best location for his purpose. All 
the farms are listed with one or more 
of the agents who make periodical 
visits through the valley and person- 
ally conduct intending purchasers,

Some of the cows will give us much as 
thirty-eight pounds of milk a day. 

Mr. Jaynes believes in the balanced 
ration. He feeds chopped com ensilage 
twice a day, and once a day his cows 
get four pounds of chopped grain feed, 
and four pounds of cocoanut cake. Be- 
sides this they get chopped roots, either 
mangolds, carrots, or turnips, lie lias 
a mill for chopping his own feed. This 
Is also a convenience to his neighbors, 
who are glad to get their grinding done 
so near home. He says a good farm 
will pay if run on business principles. 
The creamery keeps the books for tho 
farmers, and if the check Is not suffi- 
ciently large it Is up td the fanner to 
find out the reason why. 

W. C. Duncan, from whom the town 
of Duncans gets its name, came to the 
district without a dollar in 18CG. His 
farm having been cut up for a townslto 
he has but sixty acres left, yet on this 
he keeps about a dozen good cows und 
engages In general mixed farming. He 
is particularly proud of his new burn, 
which he framed himself and the prin- 
cipal timber's of which are put together 
without a single nail. 

The cow stable, fifty feet In length, 
is a lean-to along one side of the mal.i 
building and opening Into it through a 
uoor in tne middle tor convenience In 
feeding. It is divided into thirteen 
stalls, each three ami a half feet wide 
and four feet from manger to gutter, 
instead of the usual six feet. Tills 
leaves room for the cows to lie down 
comfortably, while at the same lime 
insuring perfect cleanliness. The man- 
ger slopes forward, but a board above 
prevents the cows from getting into 
the manger. Mr. Duncan does not be- 
lieve In the rigid stanchion which often 
causes discomfort to the cows by pre- 
venting free movement. instead, lie

liri for liogs, bees, fruit, and occasional- 
ly ho raises a colt. He says that bees 
do well in that part of the country be- 
cause there is plenty of white clover. 
He takes several hundred pounds of 
honc-y every year without giving them 
much care. Un the whole, he consid- 
ered a good living was to be made on 
the farm if It was looked after well. 
Many people bad invested money In 
that part v of the country and he only 
knew of one who had paid more for 
Ills property than It was worth. 

The Alexander brothers live on ad- 
joining farms a mile or two from Dun- 
cans. One of these' gentlemen was 
not at home but his herd of about 
twenty cows were seen lazily sunning 
themselves beneath the leatless giant 
oaks of the hillside, while in the ad- 
joining Held a number of sheep dotted 
the landscape. Such a scene of pas- 
toral beauty is well worth an hour's 
walk to see. 

The other brother, James Alexander, 
farms about one hundred acres and 
keeps the usual twenty cows. These 
arc Holsteins crossed with Shorthorns, 
For the cream during summer he draws 
a monthly check of from one hundred 
and forty to one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. Talcing the year round the aver- 
age would be about one hundred dollars 
a month. In order to do this he feeds 
little but clover hay and roots, gener 
ally mangolds. Of the latter he gives 
about thirty to forty pounds a day. 
Red clover is the best feed he can 
grow. Of this ho takes two crops every 
year, the first one averaging about four 
tons to the acre. Oats, too, are heavy 
croppers. The skim milk is fed to pigs 
of which lie keeps about thirty-live 
during i lie summer. 

On tin' whole Mr. Alexander thinks 
farming pays well. Like almost all the 
other farmers interviewed he com- 
plained of the lack of cheap labor. He 
generally employs Japs for milking, as 
he likee them better than Chinese; and 
white men — well, there are none. 

The only other ranch visited was at 
a picturesque spot on the shore of 
Quamlehan lake. Here O. H. Had win's 
hundred-acre farm slopes gently down 
to the water's edge where the beds of 
rushes added a touch of variety to the 
scene and harbor dozens of busy mud 
hens or coot that go flying Off with 
•noisy swish of wings and feet at the 
near approach of a stranger, while di- 
rectly across the valley is the famous 
Tzouhaicm mountain. Around the 
house a young orchard of about seven 
or eight acres is planted to apples and 
cherries. 

Mr, Hadwln believes in pure-bred 
slock. Two of his twenty-live Shrop- 
shire, owes as well as

livery day the cows get forty pounds 
of carrots fed whole, nine pounds of 
chopped oats, and as much liny as they 
can eat. The method of working is to 
feed hay fen the early morning,' bilk 
from about 0:30 to 7:. '10, and then feed 
the carrots. After breakfast the cows 
get their chopped feed, followed by 
more hay and are turned out about ten 
o'clock. In good weather they remain 
out until about three, but whon the 
weather Is unpleasant they art: allowed 
in again as rjoon as the stable is cleans- 
ed. During the early part of winter 
mangold is fed instead of carrots, but 
the latter, being the better croppers 
and good for milk, they are used al- 
most all winter. He uses the White 
Intermediate in preference to' any 
other. 

Just now Mr. Duncan has hut six of 
his cows in milk, yet lie gets sixty dol- 
lars a month for the product. Out of 
them gives thirty-five pounds of milk 
a day, and two ot'iers thirty each. Ht 
keeps the grade cows, a cross between 
Jersey and Ayreshire. The Jersey gives 
rich milk and the Ayreshire plenty of 
it. At a recent test at St. Louis It 
was found that the Jersey ch'arged 
least for her mljk, while the Hbtsteln 
charged most.

Here and there around 
(he farm are chicken houses where the 
hundred buff Orpingtons make their 
homes. 

On tho opposite side of the lake Mr. 
Hayward has planted about twelve 
hundred fruit trees, and near it could 
lie seen a small acreage that lately 
changed hands at $1115 an acre, a pretty 
fair price for land so far from a city. 

Throughout the district around Dun- 
cans tire many people who farm for 
pleasure rather than for profit and wdio 
have chosen this part of the world 
Simply because of Its possibilities in 
(no way of enjoyment at a minimum 
cost of living. As the evidence of such 
people would be of little advantage to 
the man wishing to make a living from 
the soil interviews were sought with 
those only who depended upon farm- 
ing both for their daily bread and for 
a heritage for their children. The peo- 
ple of Duncans are proud of their coun- 
try and optimists for the future, and 
wiio can blame them? They have un- 
doubtedly one of the choicest spots on 
the universe. The climate, soil, and 
natural scenery ure superb, and now 
that the difficulty in removing the 
stumps has been overcome by Mr. 
Dickie the country wdll settle up at a 
much more rapid rati; than In the past

A slmplo way to protect the eyes that , Trom day to day, and you will And that it 
will enable you to look at the spots on the changes Its place.

■ The pieces of glass may then bo placed 
over the eyepieces of the opera glass be- 
ing held there by a e irons rubber band 
around the middle. 

Tou 1 rn.-,j. ,,ow easily see tho sun spots, 
and when a spot is found, the .shape of 
which may .easily be recognized, watch it 



tho rest of the surface. 

Tho number of spots does not always 
remain the same, being greatest every ' 
eleven years. The last time that tho 
largest number was visible was In 1903. 
so now they are on tho wane, which they 
will lie until 190S, when they will begin to 
Increase again, until in 1914 they will reach 
their highest number. 

As it was only two years ago that they 
were at their maximum, tills! is a good time 
to look at them, which anybody may read- 
ily do by using tho smoked glass arranged 
as herein descrited. Under no circum- 
stances should any one look at them with- 
out thus carefully protecting the eyes.

A Novel Clock. 
-7T- WATCHMAKER has invented a clock 
which has, It Is said, never been wound 
03 It lias no mainspring, and its 
works consist of but three wheels. 
The clock-, which Is In the form of a pen- 
dulum weighing forty pounds, Is supported 
from the top by a very thin piece, of steel 
about two Inches long and one and a half 
inches wide. The pendulum rods are made 
of two different kinds of metal to compen- 
sate for contraction and expansion, and 
the whole thing Is constructed to beat 
actual seconds. All that was required to 
sol the clock going was to start It swing- 
ing, when the force of gravity, Indefinitely 
maintained by the magnets, did the rest. 
This clock has been going for several 
the months, and Will continue to go, the in- 
ventor says, so long as the magnets re- 
tain their magnetism. Thus. it would seem 
that the clock Is the nearest approach fo 
perpetual motion yet attained. The clock 
keeps porfect time, and Is not affected in 
any way by Jar or vibration.

It 
informed the government Hint its 
present line ends at North Hay, niul it 
intimated that'll desired in continue 
from North Hay lo Winnipeg ami 
thence across the continent lo the 
Pacific const. In behalf of tho tindcr- 
tnking ii asked for the usual subsidy, 
which, for tlie distance covorerl, would 
have aggregated jlu,31!0,()00. Il offered, 
if the i.-linrtcr .-iiiil the subsidy were 
given, in make an agreement whereby 
business between the West and tlie 
Atlantic seaboard would lie passed 
over to the Intercolonial Railway — Hie 
lAuguugc used by tlie compiiny as re- 
gards tlie Intercolonial was lliis: 

"That in order in provide lor con- 
nection with the Allantie seaboard nil 
too year round, nnd through an nil- 
Brit 1 di territory route, your petitioners 
will no niepared to enter into an ur- 
raiiecinent with the govern inenl for an 
interchange of triilllc with .the Intercol- 
onial at Montreal, or to consider such 
oilier proposal as tlie government may 
submit."

Tims, lor the sum of $35,300,000, we 
were to ge| a new [Hl-Cuiiadiaii traus- 
contilientuj railway, with business for 
Canadian ports, ami enough new traf- 
lic for tlie Intercolonial to make Hint 
road, which now loses $2,000,000, a year, 
a pnyin" eoncern. VVheii tlie scliciue 
was placed before Sir Wilfred Laurier 
tlini gentleman summarily rejected it. 
Sir Wilfred had a better plan. He 
knew more about railways, ami rail- 
way business than Mr. Hays. He 
would therefore devise a project that 
would make tile railway experts look 
silly. As n result of tiiis attitude on 
the part id' the Premier we were 
launched into the thing that is now 
mi tlie slat nte book.

in the towns of || u > ancient world which 
came under the influence of Greece and 
Home. It is interesting to note in (his 
connection that as time went on build- 
ers reduced the thickness of their 
slates. 

Whether this was done to reasons of 
economy — for heavy slates need to 
have solid limbers beneath them — or 
lo other considerations tlie fact re- 
mains Unit the sIiiIiy; used in Hie cheap 
house of the .present day have a very 
cheap appearance. The difference is 

clearly seen by contrasting tlie llimsy 
look of a jerry built suburban villa 
with the massive solidity of an oil 
slate-roofed farm-house which has 
weathered the storms or centuries. —
